Organization of Surveillance Personnel 
and Technical • Equipment 

The surveillance of Howard's residence was extremely 
difficult, inasmuch as the house was in a subdivision located 
in a desert area with very open terrain. Agents could not 
conduct the surveillance from, stationary vehicles since the 
subdivision was patrolled by security guards and the neighbors 
would, in all probability, become suspicious of any strange 
vehicles. After unsuccessful efforts to locate a residence to 
utilize as a surveillance site, an unmanned van, equipped with 
CCTV, was placed across the street and video transmissions were 
microwaved a short distance to a monitoring station, which 
consisted of a recreation vehicle (RV) staffed with one Agent. 
The RV, which was code named "Bell Tower , " was eguipped with 
a TV monitor and video cassette recorder! 


The monitoring Agent also had secure radio available to communicate 
with surveillance teams who were assembled close to the exits 
of the subdivision. A telephone was available to maintain 
contact with the case Agent assigned to the Santa Fe RA, as 
well as to communicate with Albuquerque Division Headquarters 
which was 70 miles away.

Due to the open terrain, surveillance units could 
not visually observe Howard's residence or the entrances to 
the subdivision without being obvious to local traffic. An 
assembly area was, therefore, utilized which provided easy 
access to the exits to the subdivision. Since the surveillance 
units could not observe the residence or the subdivision exits, 
they were completely dependent on "Bell Tower" to call out any 
activity at which time the units, assisted by aircraft, would 
provide appropriate coverage. From 8/29/85 to 9/20/85, the 
surveillance was successfully conducted using the above 
scenario.

I have recently concluded a review of an / 

administrative inquiry concerning your supervision of a 
highly sensitive Foreign Counterintelligence investigation 
wherein an individual was able to avoid detection during a 
surveillance. The inquiry established that inadequate 
personnel were scheduled to staff the monitoring station 
that had been established in this case at a critical period 
during this surveillance. In addition, you failed to develop 
or implement a contingency plan that would have provided visual 
coverage to aj^ropriate areas in anticipation of the subject's 
departure from his residence. Further, there was no indication 
that appropriate stops, notices or checks were made with 
airlines and other commercial transportation systems prior 
to the subject's disappearance.

EDUCATIONAL STATUS REPORT 
Analyst Donald L, Garcia 

Mr. Garcia referred the committee to various materials]^/ 
in support of his third report on activities of the Leg- 
islative Public School Reform Committee (XPSRC) and the 
Legislative Education Study Committee (LESCi , and the Educa- 
tional Improvement Conference. He called attention to a 
listing of 93 different educational issues being considered 
by various committees which will be expanded upon identify- 
ing fiscal and nonfiscal items, those requiring state or ^ 
local school board action, and those items requiring legis- 
lative action. 

Legislative Public School Reform Committee . This committee 
met August 21-22, 19.85 to receive several education reform 
plans, including one personally presented by Governor Anaya. 
Senators Victor Marshall and Christine Donisthorpe and Repre- 
sentatives Richard Cheney, Hal Stratton, Max Coll and William 
Camp also presented education reform packages. Barbra 
Stanley of the Gallup-McKinley school board presented her 
reform concerns as did representatives from the N.M. Federa- 
tion of Teachers, the N.M. National Education Association, 
and the Albuquerque Federation of Teachers. The committee

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took no action on measures considered, but simply received 
the reports . 


At the LPSRC meeting of September 4-5, 1985, it received 
testimony from 11 school superintendents, 4 high school 
principals, a local school board member and a state school 
board member, addressing local school superintendents' con- 
cerns. Topics discussed included teacher compensation, 
recruitment, teacherage or teacher hous-ing, performance- 
based pay systems, sparsity factors and rural settings. 


Legislative Education Study Committee . This committee met 
August 27-28, 1985 in Farmington to receive testimony from 
members of the educational community consisting of students, 
teachers, counselors , four superintendents, and assistant 
superintendents. Representatives Hal Stratton and Richard 
Cheney once again presented their reform proposal to the 
committee. 

In separate presentations, LFC members Morgan and Sandel 
provided the LESC with, financial information, to which the 
committee reacted with astonishment and bewilderment at 
the severity of fiscal facts presented. Mr. Garcia noted 
that a "lasting impression" was made concerning the State's 
fiscal status and the LESC acknowledged the need to consider 
State financial resources in developing education improve- 
ment measures. Traditionally, Mr. Garcia reported, this 
committee has not addressed fiscal concerns related to 
its educational proposals. 

Mr. Garcia reported that both committees requested periodic 
fiscal status reports from the LFC to enable them to structure 
realistic education proposals. 


Educational Improvement Conference . Mr. Garcia next reported 
on the Educational Improvement Conference held in Albuquerque 
on August 29.-3Q, 19.85, which attracted participants from the 
educational, professional and business communities within 
and without New Mexico, as well as legislators and other 
public officials. The conference encompassed five major 
areas of discussion; content of reform, developing and im- 
plementing reform, effects of reform, teacher training, cer- 
tification and remuneration systems, and management of reform. 
Major conclusions derived from the conference were: New Mexico 
surpasses many other states in education improvement? New 
Mexico must continue to improve its education system with 
initiative coming from the education community; educational 
reforms undertaken must impose planning requirements, a 
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realistic time frame for implementation, and necessary 
resources. 

The Texas proposal dominated the conference, 
reported, however, the general consensus was that

Rep. Coll explained further that Texas amended its constitu- 
tion in 19.83 to allow Permanent School Fund use to guarantee 
local school bonds. This action resulted not only in highly 
marketable AAA ratings, but also in a one to ^ 

savings on interest paid on those bonds. ^ Rep. Coll described 
the proposal as a form of "megabucks savings, and 
directed the committee's attention to page two ^ 
ber 12 f 19.8 5 memorandum from LFC Analyst Ed Howard for an 
illustration of anticipated interest cost savings to New 
Mexico if a similar bond rating were experienced over the 
10- to 15- year life of a bond issue. He also noted that 
paqe four of the Howard memorandum reflects bond ratings for 
86 of New Mexico's 88 school districts, most of which are 
now unrated and require payment of about two percentage 
points more than if rated AAA. 

Rep. Coll conceded that an element of risk does exist in an 
undertaking such as that described, but 

one can recall a school district in New Mexico ever defaulting 
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on its bond obligations, and opined that with such a record 
the risk is minimal, especially when compared with the bene-^ 
fits. He reported further that only two school districts 
out of some 1100 districts in Texas have defaulted on bond 
obligations in the history of that state, and none under its 
present method of funding and guarantee. 

To safeguard against defaults. Rep. Coll suggested that a 
first mortgage position be taken by the State on local property 
taxes to recover any losses, or withhold funds from the dis- 
trict's current school budgets. 

Under the proposal, a similar constitutional amendment would 
permit use of the Severance Tax Permanent Fund to guarantee 
local government infrastructure bonds. Rep. Coll recalled 
the numerous state and national engineering studies which 
predict the need for extensive capital outlay expenditures 
to meet infrastructure repair, replacement and improvement 
requirements over the next few years. The proposal, he said, 
would allow a portion of the Severance Tax Permanent Fund 
corpus to be utilized to guarantee those bonds, probably 
raise the bond rating to AAA, and provide a way for New Mexico 
to meet its infrastructure needs. He called upon the committee 
to seriously consider the proposals as a tax savings device 
with minimum risk to either of the permanent funds. 

Sen, Eoff said that the two percentage point difference cited 
by Rep. Coll appeared to be rather high; Rep. Coll conceded 
that it may be somewhat high and referred Sen. Eoff to 
figures contained in the Howard memorandum for precise calcu- 
lations, Rep. Coll confirmed to Sen. Eoff that the proposal 
would allow 40. percent of the Severance Tax Permanent Fund 
to be used for city and county guarantees and 40 percent of 
the Permanent Fund to be used for institutional bond guarantees. 
In the event of default, he added, security would come from 
the corpus of each fund. 

Sen, Eoff expressed his preference to reserve judgment on 
the proposal until further study, but commented that it does 
present a problem to the extent that it creates a potejitial 
for a raid on the permanent fund. He cautioned that a "40 
percent commitment for this purpose would encourage others 
to tap portions of the permanent fund for other uses. Rep. 

Coll said he viewed the proposal as a way to guarantee bonds 
with a lower mil levy for general obligation bond taxpayers. 

Sen. Eoff conceded the end result, but reiterated his warning 
and added that the 40 percent would tie up the State's bonding 
capacity to that extent and until such time as the bond ob- 
ligations were satisfied. Rep, Coll took the position that 
the fund would still be invested in the same manner with 
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interest earned flowing over into the General Fund. He 
said that it would not prevent further bonding at all, but 
would provide for use of the corpus to make up any default. 

Rep. Coll stressed that, in the Severance Tax Permanent Fund, 
the corpus does not guarantee the State's current severance 
tax bonds; only the income stream guarantees the bonds, half 
of which may be used to cover all debt service . He added 
that 50 percent of the income stream is "slack," which is 
why state-guaranteed bonds are rated triple-A. Presently, 
the 40 percent under discussion is not used to guarantee 
anything. Rep. Coll stated. 

In response to several questions from Rep. Hobson, Rep. Coll 
explained that the . income stream from oil and gas production 
is used to retire state capital improvement bonds; severance 
tax revenues from this production are split in two, with half 
going to service all outstanding bonds and the other half re- 
maining as slack and spilling over into the Severance Tax 
Permanent Fund corpus. 

In further response to a question from Rep. Hobson, Rep. Coll 
advised that there are two permanent funds; an institutional 
Permanent Fund and a Severance Tax Permanent Fund which de- 
rives from the 50 percent *spill”^over after severance tax 
bonds are serviced. That portion comprising the Severance 
Tax Permanent Fund, he stated, amounts to some billion dollars 
plus right now and is known as the corpus of the fund. Under 
the proposal, that corpus would be used to guarantee the bonds 
issued by cities and counties. Under another segment of the 
proposal, the corpus of the Permanent Fund would be used to 
guarantee education institution bonds. 

By way of illustration, Rep. Coll asked the committee to 
assume that the University of New Mexioc was to build a new 
stadium. The proposal would permit the university to dedicate 
stadium revenues to pay off the bond issue and also guarantee 
the bonds with the university's portion of the Permanent Fund. 
The additional collateral would result in a higher bond 
rating, he explained. 

Further discussion followed on the particulars of rating 
cities and counties for infrastructure improvements, with 
the general consensus being that standards would have to 
be set by statute to ensure against state guarantees for 
unwarranted projects. Rep. Hobson initiated discussion 
about infrastructure needs exceeding the approximately 
$400 million which would be available to guarantee local 
bonds. Rep. Coll agreed that all needs could not be met. 
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adding that "it would certainly take a lot of sting out of 
it." Further questioning by Rep. Hobson disclosed that 
collateral requirements would have to be addressed by legis- 
lative action; however. Rep. Coll noted that Texas has pledged 
its entire fund against school district debts. 

General discussion followed regarding individual school 
permanent funds and those institutions that would and would 
not qualify under the proposal. Rep. Hobson requested that 
Rep. Coll attempt to describe the several funds involved, 
the extent to which they will be utilized under the proposal, 
and the mechanics to be employed in using the funds as 
collateral. It was generally agreed that such an undertaking 
would make it better understood by the public and legislators 
and provide a frame work within which to make informed deci- 
sions. Rep. Coll agreed to provide the committee with such 
a document as well as the screening criteria used by the 
Texas Department of Education in qualifying local school 
district applications for state-level guarantees. Rep. Hob- 
son opined that a constitutional resolution would be pre- 
dicated on an understanding of the whole funding picture 
and urged Rep. Coll to provide this material. 

Sen. Morgan addressed certain features of the legislation 
proposed by Rep. Coll and observed that no more than 40 per- 
cent of the Severance Tax Permanent Fund would be set aside 
to guarantee infrastructure construction and replacement bonds 
for local political subdivisions. He dbtained from Rep. Coll 
a general definition for infrastructure as roads, sewers, 
bridges, water works, civic centers, and other major projects. 

Sen. Morgan expressed concern that massive capital improve- 
ment projects may be undertaken by local governments when 
armed with the knowledge that the State would assume its 
obligations in the event of default. Rep. Coll doubted this 
would happen, especially if local governments were faced with 
the prospect of the State's right to foreclose on its properly. 
Rep. Coll added that the legislation would have to be struc- 
tured in such a way as to limit any potential abuse. He then 
urged committee members to challenge each and every aspect 
of the proposal so that options for abuse are virtually 
eliminated. 


Rep. Thompson commented that the 40 percent limitation on 
state guarantees appeared to be arbitrary — to which Rep. Coll 
agreed — and suggested that a lower percentage be set which 
bears a direct relationship to established needs and is 
based on reliable data. She opined that a lower and more 
realistic percentage would result in greater confidence in 
the proposal and increase its chances of success. Rep. Coll

conunittee that the higher the percentage reserved for educa- 
tion, the less chance there would be for guarantees for 
less worthy projects, a prospect which received praises 
of approval from Sen. Eoff. 

In response to a query from Sen. Foreman, Rep. Coll stated 
that the proposal could save "millions and millions of^ 
dollars" to taxpayers. He suggested that school district 
administrators be contacted to determine the exact difference 
in interest payments between current general obligation 
bonds and those rated triple-A in other localities;. 

M'- 

Sen. Chandler expressed concern over the lack of definition 
for the term "infrastructure" and recommended that it be 
strictly defined to reduce chances for abuse. Rep. Coll 
igreed that this must be addressed in any legislation pre- 
sented. 

Sen. Eoff inquired whether the triple-A rating would also 
apply to smaller school districts with bond issues in the 
range of $300,000 to $500,000, and Rep. Coll replied that, 
based on the Texas' experience with its 1100 school districts, 
all guaranteed bonds of whatever dimension would be rated 
triple-A. 

Rep. Hobson made it abundantly clear that the proposal 
should in no way create a situation where brick and mortar 
projects would proliferate and reminded the committee that 
the State still does not know how many buildings it owns, 
only that it is in excess of 750 buildings. He stated 
further that the State is spending a tremendous amount of 
money to maintain those buildings and surrounding grounds. 

Rep. Coll advised that the State Constitution permits only 
six percent of the property value of a school district to 
be used for capital construction, and observed that this 
is a low figure when compared to other states. He added 
that this restriction, however, applies only to school 
districts and not to institutions of higher learning. He 
agreed with Rep. Hobson that this concern should be ad- 
dressed in any legislation drawn. 

Sen. Chandler recalled that any savings derived from re- 
financing bonds was earmarked for state roads and parks 
improvements in the capital outlay bill which emerged from 
the last special session of the legislature. The designa- 
tion, however, was vetoed by the governor because it wasn t 
viewed as an appropriate function of the legislature to 
earmark funds for that purpose. He asked Rep. Coll if the 

( governor still maintains that opinion or if he has changed 
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his mind to allow an exception in this case. Rep. Coll stated 
that he has not discussed the matter with the governor/ and 
noted that there is no veto power over a constitutional 
amendment, only over a statute designed to handle the manner 
in which the districts would be screened. 

Rep. Coll concluded his presentation and thanked the commit- 
tee for the opportunity to present it. . Chairman Sandel 
thanked Rep. Coll for his presentation. 

EDUCATION COMMITTEE REQUESTS FOR FINANCIAL INFORMATION 

Chairman Sandel requested that the LFC be kept informed of 
revenue projections and suggested that Mr. Howard be made 
available to appear before education reform committees to 
keep them posted on financial information available to the 
LFC. 


JOINT LFC-EDUCATION COMMITTEES MEETING 

Chairman Sandel announced that a joint meeting of the LFC, 
LESC and LPSRC will be hel-d in November, meaning that the 
LFC membership must attend an extra day of meetings, since 
its budget hearing calendar is too tight to accommodate 
a joint meeting during the normal three-day period. Date 
and time of the joint meeting will be announced later.

HIGHER EDUCATION COMMITTEES* STATUS REPORT 
Analyst Danny Earp 

Informational updates were presented by Mr. Earp on meetings 
held by the interim Higher Education Re-evaluation Committee 
in Portales on September 16-17, 1985. Testimony was received 
from four-year-university presidents on graduate programs. 
Discussions were also held on remedial education, tuition^ 
policy and other topics. Additional advisory members, which 
include Eastern University President Bob Matheny and Public 
Service Company President Jerry Geist, have joined the com- 
mittee, and added a good, new dimension to discussions, 

Mr. Earp reported. 

The next meeting is scheduled for October 14-16 in Las Cruces 
and agenda items include a review of the BEF and board of 
regents roles, program duplication, and possible revisions to 
funding formulas. Mr. Earp advised that it is not yet clear 
what type of recommendations will be forthcoming from this 
committee . 

Mr. Earp also reported that LFC staff has undertaken a com- 
parative salary study in the area of higher education in 
conjunction with the BEF staff and various educational in- 
stitutions. The focus of study is on compilation of compara- 
tive salary data on New Mexico’s four— year institutions and 
similar institutions in other states. He expects the study 
to be completed in time for consideration at the LFC budget 
hearings. A written report was also submitted by Mr. Earp 
on this subject. 


FY 75 BUDGET REQUEST OVERVIEW 
LFC Director Phil Baca 


Director Baca provided the committee with an overview of 
state agency budget requests for FY 75. The information 
was submitted in writing and Mr. Baca reviewed contents of 
the material with committee members, explaining the ten 
general categories of agencies and the base and expansion 
requests for each. 


In the aggregate, the submittals reflect a 16.8 percent 
increase in base budgets and a 26.5 percent increase with 
expansion requests- The figures include only General Fund 
amounts and do not address Federal Funds or Other State Funds 
categories/ Mr. Baca explained. He called attention to the 
fact that several new facilities authorized for construction 
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by the legislature will becojne operational in FY 75 and 
that budget requests include operational funding for these 
facilities . 

Overall, the budgets represent approximately $113 million 
more than in this year's level of funding without considering 
the education funding package. Chairman Sandel estimated 
that the education package would be in the $100 million area 
for an overall increase of some $213 million for FY 75. 

Rep. Hobson called attention to the State's revenue status 
saying that it was not expected to improve next year, and 
asked Mr. Baca if he had any reason to believe that State 
revenues would increase. Mr. Baca was .unable to make such 
a prediction and cited the recent forecasts about a major 
oil prices as a reason not to be optomistic about 
increased revenues. If the reduction does occur, he advised 
that it will affect the State '’s revenue picture. 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY COMPENSATION PLAN 
Messrs. Steven Schiff and Robert Aurbach 

Bernalillo County District Attorney Steven Schiff, repre- 
senting the D.A. 's Association, and Robert Aurbach, Director 
of the Association of District Attorneys, appeared before 
the committee .support of a compensation plan prepared by 
the Administrative Office of District Attorneys and which 
would affect all district attorneys*' offices. 

DA Schiff described the problem faced by district attorneys 
throughout the State as "unique" and told the committee they 
have experienced a 40 percent turnover in the last two fiscal 
years. In his own office, more than half of the attorneys 
have been out of law school only two years or less. While 
he professed a waiting list for young lawyers seeking em- 
ployment, he readily admitted that the attraction was not 
the low salary, but a desire to live in Albuquerque and get 
some solid trial experience which his office can provide. 

The problem arises, he explained, after an attorney has been 
with him two years, has obtained trial experience, and. is then 
able to earn more in private practice or with other govern- 
ment agencies. He reported that the DA's office is without 
funds to compete, particularly when his attorneys carry a 
responsible caseload, must be available 24 hours a day to 
respond to certain cases, and expose themselves and their 
families to a high degree of risk. 

District Attorney Schiff said that the stress and pressure 
levels for trial attorneys far exceeds that for other govern- 
ment lawyers who work in an administrative setting, say. 
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examining contracts. Whereas, trial work has long been 
recognized as one of the highest pressure areas in the 
practice of law, DA Schiff emphasized that the association 
is not attempting to compete with salaries paid by private 
law firms, which will always hold a lure for young attorneys, 
but is merely trying to place itself in a position equal to 
other governmental agencies. He provided the committee with 
several examples of salary discrepancies among state agencies. 

In one reported example, the court of appeals was able to 
offer an entry level salary of $21,600 while DA Schiff was 
only able to offer $19,800 to a 1984 law school graduate. 

DA Schiff reported that the discrepancies become more pro- 
nounced as one researches salaries for government ;llawyers. 

He also reported that the AG'‘s chief of prosecution earns 
$46,000 a year, while the head of his comparable violent 
crimes division earns $36,000 a year -- a $10,000 salary gap 
between two people performing approximately the same function, 

DA Schiff then provided the committee with background on 
how the compensation plan came about, i.e., that the legis- 
lature expressed concern over the fact that historically 
district attorneys* offices have operated without a pay plan 
or official structure, and that it felt uneasy about providing 
more dollars without some assurance of how it would be spent. 

A handout depicting turnover rates in district attorneys* 
offices throughout the state was presented to the committee 
indicating an average loss of attorneys, over a two-year 
period, of 44 percent. 

Questioning by committee members followed with Sen, Eoff 
asking if a shortage of graduating lawyers exists in New 
Mexico, to which DA Schiff replied there is no shortage and 
certainly no difficulty in recruiting. He restated the prob- 
lem — that the problem presents itself a couple of years 
after the hiring when insufficient funds are available to 
compete with other state agencies and offer comparable 
salaries to experienced attorneys. 

Several committee members criticized that portion of the plan 
which would permit a chief deputy to earn up to $57,500 a 
year, an amount equivalent to salaries for State Supreme Court 
Justices. Other areas of criticism were the lack of a cen- 
tralized monitoring control to apply consistent personnel 
hiring policies to all district attorneys* offices, exces- 
sive variations in budget increases proposed by the 14 
district attorneys, the lack of a phased-in approach to 
implementation, lack of funding support for the administrative 
office by some district attorneys, lack of a fringe benefit 
package which addresses annual leave, sick leave, promotions, 
evaluations, etc., and other policies. Several members expressed 
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disappointnienl: that none of the features contained in a 
previously conducted $50/000 study were incorporated into 
the compensation plan. Chairman Sandel also expressed the 
need for classified and exempt positions to be addressed xn 
the plan. Mr. Schiff acknowledged that the plan does not 
impose classified positions, and opined that one of the ad- 
vantages of the plan is its flexibilxty. Brief discussion 
followed on the advantages and disadvantages of existing 
personnel systems, and DA Schiff told the committee the 
association's proposal would provide the legislature with 
another type of personnel system which it could compare to 
those already in place and possibly help to improve exist- 
ing systems. 

Chairman Sandel called specific attention to that portion of 
the plan which would permit a district attorney ^o hire an 
administrative secretary at an annual salary 

advised DA Schiff that under the State Personnel System the 
top salary for an administrative secretary is $22,900. It was 
explained that the administrative secretary position had been 
misapplied and did not correspond to the duties assigned to 
Se pLition, which are much greater in complexity and responsi- 
bility than under the State Personnel System. Mr. Aurbach 
stated that a comparable position in other

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Mr. Aurbach agreed to provide detailed information within 
a week or two and said work had already commenced on the 
project. He offered, however, that in FY 73 approximately 
$61,000 was collected and in FY 74 some $82,500 has been 
collected from the various DA's offices. 

Another area addressed in the course of discussion was the 
high risk assumed by assistant district attorneys. It was 
pointed out that in Las Cruces District Attorney Driggers' 
car and home were fire-bombed. As an' assistant attorhey 
in the First Judicial District, Mr. Aurbach had Kis life 
threatened about ten times, he said, was roughed up three 
times in the courthouse or around it, and had every window 
in his home shot out with one round coming within fourteen 
inches of his wife's head. He also had his automobile inten- 
tionally run off the road, totalling the car. Conversations 
with other assistant district attorneys have disclosed this 
is not an uncommon occurrence, Mr. Aurbach reported. DA Schiff 
emphasized that the stress level for attorneys in prosecutorial 
positions is great, that the job security is low, and that 
the association is not asking for special treatment, but 
merely that some action be taken to place them in a position 
equal to other state agencies and the Attorney General's pffice. 

Chairman Sandel thanked Messrs. Schiff and Aurbach for their 
presentation. DA Schiff agreed to address the concerns noted 
by the committee and modify the plan. 

HUMAN SERVICES DEPARTMENT PROGRESS REPORT 
•Secretary Juan Vigil 

Secretary Vigil appeared before the committee with several 
staff members who he introduced: Manuel Tijerina, Deputy Secre- 
tary; Division Director for Income Support, Jane Cotter; 
Division Director for Administrative Services, Judy Pratt, 
Acting Director for Social Services, Corliss Thalley, and her 
assistant. Dr. Jack Callaghan; the Office of Financial Manage- 
ment Chief, Aug Narbutas; legal counsel from the General 
Counsel's Office, Ellen Pinnes; from the Medicaid Bureau, 

Bruce Weydemeyer and Sal Montano; and Evaluation Chief, 

Alfredo Garcia; and Administrative Assistant, Ruth TSngman. 

Secretary Vigil began his presentation by reporting certain 
areas of progress over the past fiscal year, i.e., the draw- 
down in federal dollars under Sec. 4-E of P.L. 96-272 which 
has improved by 40 percent; affirmative action against third 
party liability claims in the Medicaid and Child Support En- 
forcement programs; the Fraud and Abuse Unit's centralization 
and initiation of fraud and abuse actions through the district 
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attorneys' offices; and error rate reductions in several 
programs; dovm to 4.2 percent in AFDC programs with a target 
of 3.0 percent; 2.17 percent in Medicaid with an unspecified 
target; 9.0 percent in the Food Stamp program with a target 
of 10.0 percent, but still above the federal requirement of 
5.0 percent. 

Recurring expenditures were reduced by $2.6 million in the 
73rd FY and the department has eliminated 140 positions ^ 

Secretary Vigil reported. While this has been done at scpme 
expense to the elderly and others relying on client services 
agents to assist in daily living needs, Secretary Vigil said 
clients have not been adversely affected. 

Secretary Vigil reported that at mid-year , eleven Income Support 
field offices were closed; a toll free telephone number has 
been made available to clients; delivery system changes have 
been made to accommodate eligibility changes more efficiently; 
and within the next four months the department will pilot test 
an integrated eligibility system for Income Support programs 
in Sandoval County which, he explained, is an automated system 
designed to provide improved case management. Also, new day 
care regulations have been adopted to monitor the number o£ 
children served and make it possible to provide se:^ices within 
approved budgets. Moreover, the Social Services Division is 
providing Secretary Vigil with monthly reports on expenditures 
and services. To date, the department is below its ^o^Jhly 
expenditure allowance, however. Secretary Vigil noted that 
the college student data has not yet been accounted for, but 
he still expects to be within his approved budget. Day care 
slots have been equitably distributed statewide, 
distribution of slots will be made only by Central Office 
Santa Fe, he reported. 

Secretary Vigil then addressed cost savings and program im- 
plementation which has occured in the department. 

Medicaid Program. Secretary Vigil stated that this program 
accounts for ab^ut 16 percent of the department s overall 
funding support; the FY 73 approppation was 5 million 

and he expects expenditures for that year to be $149.6 milli . 
He explained that expenditures are still being proDected because 
of outstanding encumbrances. 

in the current fiscal year, the department a $142.3 million 

appropriation and expenditures are P^^^ected at $166.1 million^ 
secretary Vigil referred the committee to a 

of (1) an overview of the Medicaid Program and the department s 
related program responsibilities; (2) Budget/Expenditures; 
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(3) Cost Containment Efforts; (4) Efforts under Third Party 
Liability; (5) Surveillance and Utilization Review; and 
(6) Medicaid Administration. 

Secretary Vigil made a point of infoimiing the committee that 
the $145 million Medicaid budget flows directly into New 
Mexico’s economy, with two-thirds of that amount coming from 
the federal government and one-third from the state. ^ Pay- 
ments for Medicaid, he stated, include over $36 million 
support to other state institutions, primarily to the Health . 
and Environment Department and the University of -.New Mexico 
Hospital. He also reminded the committee that the Human Serv- 
ices Department is a single state agency responsible for im 
plementation and operation of the Medicaid Program and it is, 
therefore, responsible for error rates experienced at hospi- 

tals and other recipient state agencies, 

/ 

Secretary Vigil reported that 39,000 persons are being served 
under the Medicaid Program, with the elderly and disabled 
population being the largest users and falling into two cate- 
gories: those under Supplemental Security Income . 

those in nursing homes under the optional higher income standards 

Secretary Vigil explained that the Supplemental Security Income 
program includes those who are over 65, blind individuals and 
disLled individuals; that eligibility requirements f^e set 
bv the federal government and those who qualify are then en 
titled to the full range of benefits offered in New Mexico, 
under this part of the program, services are being 
to 8,208 elderly persons, 512 blind individuals, and lo/Ol 
disabled individuals (includes disabled children, ^ 

and pediatric intensive care services). He added that neonatal 
and pediatric services have been a high cost group un 
program. 

The State also supports 2,600 elderly and ^ 

nursing homes under the program; the same f^^^ibility requ 
ments are imposed on this group, however , income p 
month are permitted, but they must contribute a part 
income toward services rendered. Secretary advised 

this group has grown substantially in the past five y.^ars due 
to thHncrease in availability of nursing homes. Although 
tL Sjo'ty of persons who are eligible for Program servrcas 
are the AFDC group, the majority of the costs are for the 
elderly and disabled. 

Secretary Vigil then directed the committee's attention to 
Table 3 of his handout which depicted levels of expenditure 
for optional and mandatory services under the program, and 
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called attention to the fact that# under the optional category, 
intermediate care facilities and individual care facilities 
for the mentally retarded account for 37 percent of the ex- 
penditures. The two major categories of cost under the manda- 
tory category are 29 percent for in-patient hospital care and 
9 percent for physicians' services. 

The Medicaid Program in New Mexico, Secretary Vigil opined, is 
currently facing a critical budget shortage. Projections for 
FY 74 are showing a potential deficit of $24 million. Back- 
ground information presented by Secretary Vigil disclosed that 
over the past seven years Medicaid expenditures have increased 
an average of 15.4 percent per year? corresponding budget in- 
creases for the same period, however, .have increased at an 
average of 11.0 percent, with proportionately smaller increases 
occurring in most recent years. He added that in FY 72 short- 
ages were recovered from funds available through the Contingency 
Fund and other department resources. The shortfall between 
this year's $130.5 , million appropriation and $149.0 million 
expenditures will be recovered through the Contingency Fund, 
monies received from a Recovery Program, a $500,000 federal 
windfall, and money recovered from Health & Environment Depart- 
ment under nursing home regulations amount to $400,000. For 
the FY 75, Secretary Vigil expects a budget of $166 million — 
an increase of some $40 million over the current appropriation. 

Secretary Vigil next referred the committee to Table 4 which 
reflects the rise in program costs by fiscal year, the average 
monthly cost per patient, by category of assistance, and the 
number of average monthly patients served. 

Table 4-A was next discussed by Secretary Vigil to indicate 
what is happening to Medicaid and the poor in New Mexico. It 
shows that a large porportion of individuals are capable of 
"spending down" from Medicare into the Medicaid .category 
either under the medically needy or Medicaid categories. He 
also reported that a large number of individuals who are poor , 
or are children in families with unemployed parents, or are 
single adults under 65 with little or no income, do not receive 
any services under the Medicaid program. 

Medicaid Cost Containment . Secretary Vigil next addressed the 
matter of what the department has done to institute some form 
of cost containment. He reported that the department has in- 
stituted 14 out of 15 recommendations made by a joint HED-HSD 
Cost Containment Committee. While these were mainly "quick- 
fix" measures, the department has since instituted more signi- 
ficant cost containment measures, including a prospective reim- 
bursement system for intermediate care and skilled nursing 
care facilities in July of 1984. 
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Secretary Vigil explained that a ceiling of 5 percent was 
placed on hospital rate increases in January of 1985 and a 
prospective reimbursement system started in 1985. 

He reported, however, that most states which have _ implemented 
a prospective reimbursement system have wound up in litiga- 
tion,with nursing home and state Medicaid providers challenging 
the state's authority to impose the system. Secretary Vigil 
said the department negotiated long and hard with ^e nursing 
home community to bring about an understanding of the state s 
economic plight, after which the group recognized that a cost 
containment effort on their part was necessary. Hospitals 
also voluntarily agreed to comply with the prospective reim- 
bursement system, which, Secreta^ Vigil, stated, resulted in 
a substantial savings in the Medicaid program. *He advise 
that the program still has a lot of unknowns and, at this 
point, was unable to predict the amount of savings to be de- 
rived through the new system. 

Third Party Liability. Secretary Vigil reported total third 
party liability recoveries at $1.6 million for the period. 
1984-85, with what he described as .a "potential 
recoveries." The lack of administrative personnel to pursue 
recoveries at a faster rate is a problem to the department.

Lre Lrvices to adults are cost efficient 
the need for more expensive care in hospitals and nursing 
hoLr AdSt protective services include various fo^s of 
carJ ;o adults who are vulnerable to abuse or exploitation. 
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Children's Services . Secretary Vigil reported that $1,079,000 
in services were provided to Children In Need of Supervision 
(CHINS Program) in FY 74 under fourteen community-based contracts. 
Several volunteer groups raised additional funds for this program, 
however. Secretary Vigil did not know the amount of money raised 
through this effort. 

More than 2,000 youth have been served under the Shelter Care 
Program though community-based contractors. These children 
are in the 12-17 year old category and $461,000 has been spent 
in 40 shelters in fiscal year 74. 

Child abuse and neglect cases increased from 1,462 to 2,068 in 
the 18-month period from December of 1983 to June of 1985. 
Secretary Vigil explained department policy and procedures for 
handling these cases. 

In the adoption services area, since July 1, 1985, the depart- 
ment has placed 20 children in adoptive homes. To do so. Secre- 
tary Vigil explained, requires a home study of the prospective 
adoptive families, a post-adoptive placement service to assist 
the family in adjusting, and, in situations where hard-to-place 
chidlren are adopted, subsidies are paid to the adoptive families. 

Department Cash Flow/Deficit. Secretary Vigil reported that by 
May of FY 74 the department will be in a deficit situation as 
a result of overexpenditures in the Medicaid and child protective 
services areas. 

Senator Eoff inquired where the major problems exist in the 
T^DC and Food Stamp programs, to which Secretary Vigil responded 
that in terms of quality control the greatest areas of concern 
have been Gallup and Farmington where the department has ex- 
perienced high error rates. The more experienced eligibility 
workers in Gallup are now handling initial eligibility deter- 
minations and the error rate has been reduced to zero based on 
caseload samplings. In terms of client loads, the department 
has experienced population shifts in high unemployment areas 
such as Gallup and Silver City, and this has presented a need 
for more eligibility workers. 

Senator Eoff inquired whether the department was concentrating 
on fraud and abuse cases in the Gallup and Silver City areas; 
Secretary Vigil stated the department is doing so, and added 
that another area of concern is unreported earned income. The 
department is increasing investigations and resources in the 
fraud and abuse area, however. Secretary Vigil was unable to 
tell Sen. Eoff whether cottage industries and related unreported 
income are abused "considerably," saying he does not know the 
extent of abuse in this area. Sen. Eoff suggested that people 
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jjg j^’gassigned from arsas .whsx© thsrs is Xil^^X© abuss to ar€as 
encountsring hsavy abuse. WhiXe that is a consideration r 
vigiX said the department must aXso consider the

spent to provide services to the aged, bXind and disabXed 
categories; that services wouXd have to be reduced or amounts 
paid to heaXth providers reduced. 
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Sen. Eof f asked Secretary Vigil to explain a $500,000 trans- 
fer made between Health & Environment and Human Services 
Departments in FY’ 73, and to explain further how that budget 
level was going to be maintained. The department’s financial 
manager, Aug Narbutas, responded to the question, explaining 
that under the new reimbursement rate for nursing home in- 
stitutions, the yield to HED was a windfall of $1.5 million 
and the State needed only $500,000 in General Fund to support 
it, so the transaction resulted in a net profit to the State 
of $1 million. 

In response to certain questions from Sen. Foreman, the 
department advised that co-payments for Medicaid drugs were 
eliminated in August of 1983. Sen. Foreman asked who had 
taken this action and why, Mr. Weydemeyer stated that it 
was based on a recommendation from then Secretary Goldberg; 
that the proposed regulation was put out for public comment; 
and thereafter was eliminated partly on the ground that the 
money was coming from the AFDC program grant, in most cases, 
and also from the SSI program. He added that the actual 
contribution from the department was a little less than 
$200,000. Sen. Foreman then asked Secretary Vigil if he 
has considered reinstituting co-payments on drugs as a means 
of reducing Medicaid costs. Secretary Vigil said the matter 
has not been reconsidered, but he has looked at the availability 
of third party insurance to cover all the major costs and the 
Medicaid portion to cover the difference. 

Sen. Foreman asked Secretary Vigil if federal money would 
continue to flow to New Mexico if state funds are cut. 

Secretary Vigil stated that federal funds would not continue 
without State match money. Secretary Vigil stated further 
that if a supplemental appropriation is not received during 
the legislative session, at that point the department will 
have to examine very carefully the prospect of curtailing 
the Medicaid program; a supplemental appropriation of $8 to 
$10 million is required, otherwise, he will have to look to 
the optional categories of the program for reductions. These 
would include intermediate care facilities , institutions for 
the mentally retarded, dental services, medical supplies, and 
other options. Sen. Foreman suggested that personnel 'be cut 
before program services, and Secretary Vigil responded that 
140 positions have already been eliminated and the Medicaid 
program is currently operating on 4.5 percent of the total 
expenditure for administrative services. To cut administra- 
tion further, he opined, could be detrimental to the program. 

Sen. Benavidez asked Secretary Vigil how many directors and 
acting directors have been assigned to the Social Services 
Division since January of 1983. Secretary Vigil said the 
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first director was Jerry. Ortiz y Pino, the second director 
resigned, and the department is now seeking a third replace- 
ment. Sen. Benavidez then asked Secretary Vigil to rate 
the division's morale, and he said "Morale in that division 
is one to which we are paying particular concern." He added 
that most social services workers are carrying caseloads 
which exceed minimum requirements of 20 families or 35 
children. He said, however, that improvements have been made 
in the areas of training , provision of legal services to 
social workers freeing them to do case work. Problems do 
remain in the areas of management information systems and 
reporting requirements. Sen. Benavidez then asked if the 
consent decree had affected division employees. ^ Secretary 
Vigil said that child protective services workecs had some 
expectations from the federal consent decree, i.-e., that 
caseloads would be reduced, that reporting requirements would 
initially have some influx, but would later curtail. At 
present, Secretary Vigil stated, most social services workers 
have misgivings about the reporting requirements imposed by 
the consent decree, but still support the basic premise that 
this is good operating social work and necessary to provide 
good services to children. 

Secretary Vigil added that he, too, is concerned about the 
consent decree and has entered into negotiations with the Am- 
erican Civil Liberties Union representatives for the plaintiffs 
to see if the paper work can be reduced. The department, he 
stated, is presently involved in a 16— month program where it 
is re-evaluating the criteria and developing modifications 
to the reporting requirements. 

Sen. Benavidez asked Secretary Vigil to estimate the cost 
to the State since the decree was entered, to which Ellen 
Pinnes responded that costs and legal fees to the ACLU at- 
torneys are slightly over $400,000. Secretary yigil added 
that this figure does not include costs for monitoring the 
citizen review boards or other direct services personnel, and 
total expenditures have been around $1.6 million, which in- 
cludes additional social workers which have been approved 
by the legislature. About 42 percent of the expenditures 
have been for direct services personnel. 

In further response to questions from Sen. Benavidez, Secre- 
tary Vigil explained that the consent decree is an agreement 
between ACLU and HSD to implement methods to improve the 
deficiencies found by the court in terms of handling children 
in department custody; it also imposes requirements on the 
department to take some affirmative actions to correct the 
problems. 
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In response to a question from Sen. Morgan, Aug Narbutas 
stated that the base budget increase in General Fund for 
the department is 24 percent and 35 percent total (including 
expansion). Sen. Morgan asked Secretary Vigil if he had 
received instructions from the governor to be conservative 
in budget proposals because of anticipated revenue reductions. 
Secretary Vigil said that in terms of a revenue shortfall 
no instructions were received, however, his department was 
asked to be conservative in its request, but also realistic 
in terms of entitlement programs. Sen. Morgan asked Secre“ 
tary Vigil if he thought a 24 percent increase was realistic, 
and Secretary Vigil responded that $40 million of that in- 
crease is in Medicaid alone. 


Questions from Sen.' Morgan disclosed that the department 
spent approximately $400,000 last year on organ transplants, 
however. Secretary Vigil advised that funds are expended 
only in extreme cases. Sen. Morgan questioned whether the 
State can afford this type of service at a time when its 
revenue sources are threatened. Sen. Morgan asked Secretary 
Vigil how an organ transplant can philosophically be justi- 
fied under a social program. Secretary Vigil said the 
decision to implement such a regulation was made by Secre- 
tary Goldberg, and that> philosophically, there are people 
who can continue to have a productive life if provided with 
the necessary health care. Sen. Morgan agreed, but added 
that he was talking about something more than a compassionate 
human being would like to see happen; he then asked Secre- 
tary Vigil what could really be accomplished by his department 
with such an undertaking considering the high costs associated 
with transplants. Secretary Vigil said it was a most difficult 
question to answer, however, as a matter of state policy, ne 
would like to see the State treat it as a priority y 
viding individuals with t.he capability to become productive 
and contributing members of society. He said that six patients 
have been served and the majority have passed away , however , 
the most recent recipient is alive. Sen. Morgan told Secre- 
tary Vigil that his purpose in asking the question was to 
evoke some thinking within the department in the even i 
has to impose program reductions. 

sen. Morgan then asked for details on the transplant cases 
and Mr. Weydemeyer said three have been three heart transplants 
and three liver transplants. The first heart transplant 
recipient died; the second lived but moved out of the stat , 
one liver transplant recipient is healthy and employed with 
the City of Albuquerque; another liver transplant 
is an 18-year old male who is living and works in Albuquerque, 
and the third live transplant involved a child and funded 

last week. All transplant operations occurred out of state. 
Total costs for the six operations over a period of a year 
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and a half are $275,000. Mr. Weydemeyer advised that a small 
child at UNM Hospital" in Albuquerque is awaiting a liver 
transplant, but because of the difficulty in finding an sp~ 
ropriate donor, the child may not survive before a donor is 
located. 

Sen. Morgan asked whether the legislature had been consulted 
on the issue of funding transplant operations. Secretary 
Vigil said he did not know if the matter was presented by his 
predecessor, but he is fairly certain it was not. During the 
past budget sessions, discussions have been held'^on the matter. 
Secretary Vigil said. Sen. Morgan informed Secretary Vigil 
that he was told that a member of HSD testified before a House 
Appropriations subcommittee that the transplant program was 
going to be terminated. Secretary Vigil had no knowledge of 
such testimony before a legislative committee, and added that 
the transplant program will continue until such time as it is 
rescinded by the department. 

Sen. Morgan conducted extensive questioning about the consent 
decree, its terms, how it was initiated, negotiated, etc. 
Secretary Vigil advised that Secretary Goldberg was the nego- 
tiator for HSD, and it was precipitated through a lawsuit 
entitled, "Josephine A. v. State of New Mexico , when Larry 
Ingram was department secretary; Goldberg thought it best 
to enter into the consent decree rather than risking greater 
losses in the courtroom. 

Sen. Morgan advised Secretary Vigil that recent developments 
in the Corrections Department consent decree indicate that 
the State committed beyond what is constitutionally required, 
and asked Secretary Vigil if the same thing occurred 
the Human Services Department. Secretary Vigil opined that 
the department did not go beyond constitutional requirements 
and that his review of HSD documents indicate it was in 
severe liability in terms of not having the necessary informs 
tion to defend itself or take remedial actions to correct 
established deficiencies as far back as 1974 through 1976 
deficiencies which were documented by several department 
management consultants. 

Sen. Morgan asked Secretary Vigil what would happen if the 
State did not comply with the consent decree and decide^ to 
litigate the matter. Secretary Vigil said that if the federal 
court appointed a master to operate the department, he could 
only speculate what would happen, but opined that it would 
make for a "difficult situation" because there would be no 
State control over allocation of resources to correct defi- 
ciencies, Secretary Vigil added that his emphasis in run- 
ning the department has be^not to get to the position 
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suggested by Sen. Morgan; he added that the department has 
made significant attempts to improve reporting requirements 
and conditions in the consent decree f with emphasis being 
placed on providing children with quality services. 

Sen. Chavez asked Secretary Vigil to provide the committee 
with a concise list of requirements imposed on the depart"^ 
ment by the consent decree ; Secretary Vigil agreed to provide 
the material. 

Sen. Chavez asked whether department efforts have produced 
tangible results and, if so, in what areas, to which Secre- 
tary Vigil responded that the department now knows how many 
children are in the system; within three months of assumed 
custody of a child, HSD knows what the' final outcome of 
the child should be; HSD has been more effective in termina- 
tion of parental rights where it is deemed best for the child. 
He added that the quality of services to children has been 
improved in every area, but the department is not yet to the 
point where it has met all the good social work practices 
necessary to children's programs. .The department has also 
made progress in counselling with parents who had been previous 
abusers of children. 

Sen. Chavez then asked whether the consent decree has been 
cause for budget overuns or increased costs. Secretary 
Vigil stated that the $1.6 million previously mentioned has 
been expended since implementation of the consent decree 
either in hiring a consent decree monitor or hiring social 
workers as authorized by the legislature, 42 percent of 
which is in direct services. 

Sen. Chavez asked Secretary Vigil to elaborate on a report 
received by LFC that statistical data is no longer being 
compiled on AFDC cases. Secretary Vigil said the only area 
where a reduction in force has occurred is rn ^ ^ 

services agent category, adding that Secretary Goldberg made 
that decision after much study. Those positions were con- 
verted to eligibility workers, but this did not produce a 
negative effect on Income Support Division's progr^ work. 
Positions have been taken from the Administrative Services 
Division and the Secretary's Office to satisfy consent decree 
requirements, but Secretary Vigil said this has not been 
done in AFDC,' Food Stamps or other client programs.

Chairman Sandel's continued questioning focused on the 50 
percent or 7,500 nonsubstantiated "abuse" cases and the 
13,000 out of 15,000 referrals not in the department’s custody. 

He strongly recommended that the department conduct a study 
of the other 7,500 referrals and initiate criminal action 
against those making frivolous or false calls.- Chairman 
Sandel opined that a little publicity about violators being 
prosecuted would serve as a deterrent to others and result 
in a cost-savings to the depar-tment by freeing social workers 
to direct their time and resources to legitimatelchild abuse 
cases. 

Secretary Vigil expressed a keen willingness to have prank 
callers and those initiating false reports prosecuted, but 
said it is very difficult to identify these people. He then 
provided the committee with an illustration from an actual 
case where it was impossible to identify the individual, 
other than to establish that it came from someone who had 
already established a well-known pattern within the depart- 
ment. 

ISP II System Implementation . In response to an inquiry from 
Chairman Sandel, Secretary Vigil provided a status report on 
the system and related positions which will be eliminated through 
system implementation. Federal program approval has been 
granted, pilot testing will begin in Sandoval Coun-ty the latter 
part of this fiscal year, and full implementation is expected 
by January, 1987. The Income Support Division's study -to 
identify possible positions for elimination and population _ 
shifts is underway, however, any predictions as to categories 
and numbers would be premature at this time, with the excep- 
tion of entry clerk category which Secretary Vigil said has 
been discussed with LFC Analyst Hazlett. 

Through continued questioning. Chairman Sandel sought to 
identify areas of savings which will accrue to the State from 
the automated system, particularly how its proposed budget 
increase from $1.7 to $4.4 million will be recouped by the 
State. Secretary Vigil provided no figures on anticipated 
savings, but does expect system costs to be recouped, with 
major savings coming from reduced error rates, which presently 
pose a threat to the State for a 100 percent return of funds 
to the federal government from state dollars. Secretary Vigil 
also mentioned that HSD, along with other agencies, anticipates 
an increase in telephone costs which will add to support costs 
for the automated system.

sector outlook, and an update on the status or 
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two bond sales. Secretary Fisher will then provide an update 
on the Ranchers and Cotton cases. 

Secretary Lopez advised that, as reported in the June General 
Fund Report, recurring revenue growth of $109.4 million 
brought 73rd fiscal year revenues to $1.30 billion. Total 
GF revenues for the fiscal year were $1.33 billion, 5.8 percent 
greater than the previous fiscal year. 

Eighteen month revenue estimates underestimated actual re- 
ceipts by only 1.2 percent. For the second consecutive year 
the six-month estimate was off by less than one-Kalf percent. 
Secretary Lopez provided the committee with a written report 
on each revenue category ( see , pp. 2, 3 and 4 of the June 
General Fund Report) . 

Secretary Lopez reported that beginning balances for both 
the Unappropriated Surplus and the State Support Reserve 
were far lower beginning the 74th fiscal year than they 
were for the 73rd. The Unappropriated Surplus was drawn 
down by more than 60 percent, from $55.2 million to $21.9 
million; the Operating Reserve was untouched last fiscal 
year; and the State Support Reserve was drawn down $6.1 million 
to $8 million due to delays in transfers of federal monies 
to local school districts. 

He referred the committee to Section E of a table ^ found at 
page 6 of the June report, which' indicated beginning balances 
as a percentage of recurring appropriations have dropped 
from 14 percent in the 72nd fiscal year to 8 percent for the 
74th. Although 8 percent compares quite favorably to the 
national average, there remains some question as to its 
adequacy in light of dependency on weak severance and 
interest revenues, and the contingent liabilities the State 
still faces. 

74th Fiscal Year Revenues (Interest Rate & Energy Weakness) . 
Secretary Lopez reported that any revenue growth in 74th 
over 73rd fiscal year is expected to be very modest. The 
combination of lower interest rates, weakness in energy 
markets and softness in the general economy does not b'ode 
well for FY 74 revenues. In preparing the 18-month esti- 
mate for the 74th fiscal year, DFA had assumed interest • 
rates would be 9.5 percent. Eleven months later, rates 
are a full two percentage points below that level. Short- 
term rates for the past six months have hovered in the 
7-8 percent range. Slower than expected economic growth 
and lower energy prices are two major reasons for the 
lower rates. 
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For the first two months .of this fiscal year, DFA's expecta- 
tions of oil prices in the $27 range have been correct. 

Secretary Lopez reported. However, the downside risks si"® 
even greater now than in the past; DFA has been monitoring 
the developments in this sector very closely and will continue 
to do so. He referred the committee to a graph which showed 
that prices' through September, which drive revenues through 
November, have stayed in the $27 range, adding that present 
spot prices still remain strong. Taken together, this indicates 
that a price of about $27 for the first half of the fiscal 
will mitigate price declines in the second half, which 
has led DFA to expect that downward revision of average oil 
prices for the entire 74th fiscal year will not be substantial. 
Because of fluxuating information, however , Secretary Lopez 
said the department will not venture an estimate for the 
75th fiscal year until next month when it is forced to do so. 

Secretary Lopez continued with his report saying that gas 
production and prices are even less certain, noting that 
in response to a deregulated market, gas prices and volumes 
have dropped in the early months of -the fiscal year. Al- 
though he expects to regain market share in the long term. 
Secretary Lopez said production over the 74th fiscal year 
will most likely fall short of the 18-month estimate. The 
price of $2.82/mcf assumed in the 18-month estimate and 
which reflected only a small drop in interstate prices and 
a July 1 "fly-up" of intrastate prices, he said, is cer- 
tainly high, noting that the first five calendar months of 
1985 saw prices at the $2.70 level and further declines are 
expected. 

On October 9th, Secretary Lopez said he would present to 
the committee preliminary range estimates for the 75th fiscal 
year and a preliminary update of point estimates for 74th 
fiscal year revenues. New developinents in the energy sector 
will be reflected in those estimates. 

Status of Bond Issues. Secretary Lopez reported _that_ the 
refunding issue was authorized by the State Board of Finance 
and the bonds were sold as of August 23rd with a scheduled 
closing date of October 1st. The State Auditor, he said, has 
had an opportunity to review all aspects of the issue, and 
it is the department's understanding that he has no further 
legal questions. Also, the State Treasurer, after close 
scrutiny, has agreed there should be ample revenues available 
to finance the new repayment scheme and escrow account. 

Savings over the next 10 years will total in the millions 
of dollars as a result of the Board's actions. Secretary Lopez 

opined. 
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A new money issue of $115 million was approved by the Board 
of Finance on August 27th; bids will be received September 24th 
and closing is estpected November 5th. 

Ranchers Claims and Payments (Phe lps Dodge) . Secretary Fisher 
reported that the Ranchers' issue is no longer involved, 
but that Phelps Dodge is the last case_ decided which the 
State is now compelled to pay. A doc\ament entitled. 

"Ranchers Claims and Payments" was distributed to the co^ittee 
and Ms. Fisher explained that the payments have been broken 
down between those that have been paid, $2,273 million, and 
represent the claims with whom the State has settled for 
approximately 17 cents on the dollar, and a few from th 
category are yet to be paid. 

As of September 18th, a few more claims have been settled, 
as has the Phelps Dodge claim, and one or two other claims 
that were pending through that court decision. 

The $11.9 million figure under the "total" JIJJJ 

explained, are those she estimates are likely to be paid th 
fiscal year, however, this figure does not 
interest, but she noted that these claims have 
fected.

He explained that he 
is referring to the roughly $12 million the State may have to 
pay in the 74th fiscal year on the Ranchers case, and refers 
to nothing which the legislature has not already been advised 
of. 

Sen. Eoff observed that the legislature authorized $121 million 
in bond refunding, but that only $115 million has been authorized 
by the Board of Finance. He asked Dr. Lopez if that amount 
has been reduced by the Board of Finance and, of so, why. 

Dr. Lopez explained that every request made by state agencies 
was honored in the bond refunding action, which amounted to 
$115 million; some state agencies were not in a position to 
expend the funds in the near future and their refunding package 
will be presented when they are ready.

Hobson asked 
Dr. Lopez to provide the committee with information covering 
the transactions In toto, the amount of brokerage fees 
whether discounted or not, and the amount paid to each broker. 

Dr. Lopez agreed to provide the most accurate data available 
reflecting what took place. 

Chairman Sandel asked Dr. Lopez to explain the term "fly up” 
regarding gas production prices.

In response to a further 
question from Chairman Sandel, Dr, Lopez advised that this 
lower price would be taken into consideration in arriving 
at further projections in October, Dr, Lopez was unable to 
provide Chairman Sandel with accurate figures for volume 
and advised that he would only be able to do so if a trend 
is established between now and October. 

Chairman Sandel commented that he has heard figures discussed 
which are lower than the $2,70 per mcf, and asked Dr. Lopez 
if he is in close communication with gas suppliers and whether 
his $2.70 per mcf figure might still be^on the high side. 

Dr. Lopez said he is in close contact with the industry and 
that he has allowed for a further drop in price in his report. 
Chairman Sandel indicated that he has knowledge that some 
contracts are now being negotiated at $2.35 per mcf; however. 

Dr. Lopez opined that this price must be at the wellhead and 
that the sale price is closer to $2.70, Chairman Sandel agreed 
that he was talking about wellhead prices. Dr, Lopez assured 
Chairman Sandel that he does not enjoy being off the mark and 
had he had any indication 18 .months ago that the price of gas 
would go down he would certainly have taken it into account in 
arriving at his projections. 

Sen. Chandler asked Dr. Lopez to also include information _ ^ 

about how much money will be lost by the State Investment Council s 
decision to withdraw from investments with companies doing busi- 
ness with South Africa, including any commissions paid, staff 
time, investments which lost money as a result of withdrawal, 
and any related losses.

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the project, he explained, is to satisfy the needs of the 
new correctional facilities being put into service outside Santa 
F© for a secure and economical supply of Energy, He explained 
that a generator will be installed on the site using gas 
delivered by Gas Company of New Mexico to generate electricity , 
with the waste heat from the gas engines being used a second 
time to heat water and space at the facilities. 

Through the joint efforts of the General Services Department, 
the Corrections Department, and the Energy & Minerals Depart— 
ment, along with review and comment from the Attorney General s 
office, an agreement to finance and install the project is 
near completion, Secretary Biderman stated, . It will place 
construction costs and risks on private . sector entrepreneurs 
and guarantee, conversely, against any loss or risk by any 
state agency, with ultimate cost savings to benefit the 
Corrections Department. 

Construction and installation will be financed by private 
purchases of tax exempt certificates of participation that 
will in no way obligate the State of New Mexico to payment 
or guarantees of any kind. The private builder is Santa Fe 
Cogeneration Associates; the contractor 'who will operate the 
facility is King-Knight Company; the undejrwriter is R. H. 

Moulton; and the trustee is Banquest of Albuquerque. 

The Corrections Department will be billed for electrical 
services as the project begins to operate at no more than 
the rates charged by Public Service Company for their class of 
service; this money will be paid through the General Services 

Department to the trustee, who will then distribute the money 
among project operation and maintenance, fuel costs, payment 
of interest and principal on the debt, and establishment of 
several reserve, accounts . Money not paid toward these i'tems 
may be applied toward accelerated payment of the debt. Within 
no more than 12 years, but as early as 8, depending on the 
speed of the payment, the General Services Department will .ov;n the 
cogeneration facility. Secretary Biderman went on to say 
that the result is that after the 8-12 year period and for 
the remainder of the 25— year projected life of the plant, 
instead of paying for both its gas and electricity at rates 
that will emerge over those years, the Corrections Department 
will pay only for gas for the operation and maintenance of ^ 
its own cogeneration plant and for back-up power from Public 
Service Company as required to purchase that power when the 
cogeneration system is inoperable. Gas purchased by the 
Corrections Department, he said, will thus serve a dual need; 
electric generation to power lights and equipment and, 
through the waste heat, it will provide space and water heating 

for the facility. 
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Secretary Biderraan then addressed aojiie of the outstanding matters 
which still remain to he resolved with, public Service Company 
of New. Mexico and others involved in the agreement. 

Questions followed from committee members, with Rep, Hobson 
reminding Secretary Biderman of an occasion when El Paso 
Electric was operating a cogeneration plant inside New Mexico and 
directed to switch from gas to oil as the source for operating 
its facility. He then asked if the economy experiences another 
crunch, is it likely that the State would then, also, have to 
convert from gas to oil. Secretary Biderman opined that this 
is almost impossible because, in this case, the gas will be 
used twice and ’is a. more efficient use of the gas than any 
other source would be, adding that this, is not the same situa- 
tion that a utility ■ company was in when producing electricity 
from gas, Margot Steadman, general counsel for General Services 
Department, confirmed . Biderman *'s assessment of the El Paso 
Electric *s situation. Secretary Biderman added that the pro- 
hibition against El Paso Electric was applied under the Power 
Plant and Industrial Fuel Use Act. 

Rep. Hobson asked Secretary Biderman and Ms. Steadman if they 
had written assurances that the State would not be faced with 
the future prospect of having to convert from gas to oil and 
if they could absolutely guarantee their position. Secretary 
Biderman said he could not absolutely guarantee anything be- 
cause it was not within his power to do so, adding that a lot 
of occurrences in this field have totally belied anyone ^s as- 
sumptions over the past ten years. However, for the State to 
be ordered to convert from gas to oil would totally go against 
the logic of anything that has heretofore been done. Secretary 
Biderman stated, and the act to which he previously referred 
establishes a priority for the kind of gas use contemplated 
here. In addition, other federal laws express a preference 
for this type of energy use. 

Mr. Chris Perry, formerly Deputy Secretary for the Energy and 
Minerals Department, responded to a question from Rep. Hobson 
concerning system efficiency, saying that the overall efficiency 
would exceed 80 percent. Rep, Hobson asked if the conversion 
rate was normally 30 to 40 percent in cogeneration plants, 
and Mr. Perry agreed that this was true in large power plants, 
however, in cogeneration facilities where waste heat is being re 
used the overall efficiency is much higher. 

In response to a question from Sen. Benavidez, Secretary Bider— 
man said the cost to the State for this project is zero be- 
cause it isn'-'t spending anything it wouldn't have already been 
spending to buy electricity. The investors, he explained, will 
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be prepaid on theix invss-tinent thxoujb. the s.ayings xeelized on 
the project^ with- the State ultiioately aasmoing ownership* 

Mr. Bob StrunooXf attorney for the underwriter^ appeared before 
the committee and explained that title to the land will always 
remain with the State, In the transaction^ the land is leased 
to a nonprofit corporation^ which, is then responsible for making 
sure that the project is operationalf then there is a please back 
with the Statens- only obligation Being" to make conditional c- ^ 
lease payments' only if the marginal cost of energy to the facility 
is less than what the State would pay to PNM. Energy costs to 
the whole Corrections Department are approximately $1 million 
a year/ with approximately $300/000 of that amount going to 
PNM. Mr, Strumor said that if the facility cannot produce 
energy for less than $300/000/ the State doesn't have to pay 
anything. The amount for leasing land from the State is a 
nominal amount of one dollar/ Mr. Strumor stated/ to the non- 
profit corporation. 

Sen. Benavidez asked for documentation detailing the various 
elements involved in. putting the project together/ and Secre- 
tary Biderman reported that such a package has been provided 
to the LFC, and agreed to provide Sen. Benavidez with an over- 
view of it. 

Sen. Eoff inquired whether a State Engineer's closed basin 
water permit would he necessary to obtain water to operate 
the plant and Secretary Biderman advised that it would not. 

Sen. Eoff then asked whether excess power could be sold to 
Public Service Company of New Mexico or anyone else, and 
Secretary Biderman said it could not and that the dociiments 
specifically forbid such sales. Sen. Eoff then quoted from 
certain language in the proposed contract sayina: 

" 'Marginal value of energy* means the price which the 
State would have paid for each unit of thermal energy 
or electricity consumed by the State at the penitentiary 
or the price per unit of electricity produced by the 
cogeneration facility paid by the Public Ser vice Company 
of New Mexico for excess electricity produced by":the 
cogeneration facility * ” CEmphasis added) 

He asked Secretary Biderman to explain the language and what 
it meant. Secretary Biderman said he did not understand the 
language either and asked for technical assistance from his 
staff. Mr. Chris Perry stated that the early drafts of the^ 
contract do envision the sale of power to the electric utility 
which are standard documents used by the developer in other 
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parts of the country as well as in New Mexico# he said, 
they do not reflect the current design of the facility which 
will prevent any sales of power to the utility? he added 
that the documents will be changed to indicate that. Sen, 

Eoff was- assured that the language would be corrected, and, 
in fact, that it has already been agreed to. 

In response to a question from Rep. Saavedra^ Mr. Strumor 
advised that the Valley National Banlc of Salt Lake City , Utah 
is the purchaser of the certificates and they will be buying 
them at an average coupon rate of 9'^3/Sths percent, and that 
a certificate purchase agreement has been executed. Rep. 

Saavedra asked how the project came into being, and Secre- 
tary Biderman said it was done at Energy ^and Minerals Depart- 
ment's instigation as a part of its mission to take advantage 
of what is being used increasingly throughout the country 
in the form of an energy saving technology * 

Weatherization Assistance Program Transfer from Human Services 
Department to Energy & Minerals Department . Secretary Biderman 
advised that the Governor has signed an Executive Order trans- 
ferring the federal DOE weatherization assistance program 
from the Human Services Department to the Energy & Minerals 
Department as of October- 1, 1985. The program will draw upon 
the new department's commitment to and in— house ^expertise in 
weatherization technology and products, and monitoring of 
field activities will also be upgraded, as will fiscal manage- 
ment of the program, Secretary Biderman reported. 

There were no questions from committee members on this presenta- 
tion. 

Reorganization: Resource Development and Management Division . 
Secretary Biderman reported progress on implementation of the 
new division authorized by the legislature at its last session. 
The new division comprises the old Resources & Development 
Division, Energy Conservation and Management Division, and Bureau 
of Geology for the Mining and Minerals Division. The intent here 
was to combine units of government which were sometimes per- 
forming overlapping and related tasks and coordinate their 
skills in areas like energy efficiency programs, development 
of alternative technology enterprises, publication and dis- 
semination of public information, etc. He said that the 
consolidation has worked out very well and thanked the com- 
mittee for its support on the bill, thus making it possible.

Furniture Production and Training , Secretary Francke advised 
that difficulty was also encountered with, production of the 
wood modular office system, saying tolerances were poor and 
quality low, and this required a production shut-down until 
such time as an intensive training program could be conducted. 
A six-week training program was authorized and the division 
is now in its third week of that training. This delay has 
resulted in a loss of wood orders. Secretary Francke reported. 
Metal furniture has been substituted where possible and an 
intensive metal assembly operation is ongoing, he said. In 
this connection, Secretary Francke made reference to con- 
tinuing questions about the purchase of completed assembled 
metal furniture last year, and advised the committee that 
docviments supporting this purchase are included in the hand- 
out provided by the department, and went on to explain that 
the purchases were necessary to meet delivery deadlines 
when the division was without production capacity to meet 
commitments. The first delivery of wood furniture off the 
new assembly line will be in October, Secretary Francke re- 
ported, to the new veterans* facility in Truth or Consequences 

Farm Operation , Secretary Francke reported that the farm 
manager has concluded that the hog operation is not cost ef- 
fective because of the high cost of feed and insufficient 
acreage to graze the hogs. It is, therefore, the department s 
current intention to phase out this operation and concentrate 
on beef and dairy. 

Financial Information System . Secretary Francke recalled 
that the department told the committee its automated financial 
information system would be operational in October of 1984, 
Since then, he stated, the full panoply of the State's pur- 
chasing and other procedures for obtaining automated equipment 
and software have. been encountered, and cited one delay of 
97 days between the day RFPs were first initiated for account- 
ing support and the day the document was at the Attorney 
General's office for signature. Secretary Francke advised 
the committee that this was only one of a series of delays 
experienced by Mr, Mickelson which finally made him lose con- 
fidence in the department's ability to put together a good 
industries program.

In response to questions from Rep. Hobson, Danny Brynes 
stated that the Wang equipment was purchased, with approval 
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from the Information Services Council^ in October; after 
some delay the software was loaded in Aprils and at that 
point began building the. files and setting up the system 
and converting the manufacturing software to handle govern-- 
mental accounting* At this point, he explained, informal 
tion from last fiscal year is being re'^ntered in order 
to capture the profit and loss from each separate enter- 
prise. 

Further questions were asked regarding the system break- 
down, with Secretary Francke advising the committee that 
the department tried to purchase an IBM system which demon- 
strations showed would meet its needs /however , the Data 
Council would approve only the Wang, even though the depart- 
ment has encountered difficulty using another Wang and it? 
expressed“a:.desire‘ against the system. 

Secretary Francke took a moderate amount of time to express 
his frustration with a host: of bureaucratic constraints which 
prevent an enterprise such as the Industries Division from 
making any real progress, particularly with processing personnel 
actions. 

Rep. Hobson asked for clarification on the type of substance 
to be used to produce the tag plates, and Secretary Francke 
said that the plant is capable of producing steel plates now, 
however, the decision for the Base material lies with Motor 
Vehicles . 

Rep. Hobson asked if the agriproducts project for South Facility 
would be consummated with the Minnesota manufacturing firm, 
and Secretary Francke referred the committee to a letter of 
intent between the parties contained in his handout, and added 
that it is imperative he get to Minnesota quickly to inspect 
the plant there and meet with company representatives.' Again, 
he expressed great frustration with the constraints placed 
on him to get out-of-state travel approval. 

Secretary Francke introduced Dick Clasby of the Utah Department 
of Corrections, who is working under contract with Mr. Francke 
to obtain the required exemption from federal statutes* to per- 
mit the shipment in interstate commerce of inmate goods, which 
is a prerequisite to completing the Apex transaction. Mr. Clasby 
is recognized as a top industries person across the country, 

Mr. Francke said, and set up a successful private sector coopera- 
tive venture in Utah. 

Rep. Hobson observed to Secretary Francke that it appeared 
that each project discussed by him was dragging severely behind 
and that it was equally exasperating to the committee as to 
Mr , Francke , * 
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Mr. Francke emphasized that the control system within 
which he must oper.ate includes approvals from the attorney 
general, state, auditor, DFA, and board of finance on certain 
transactions,' State Personnel, State Purchasing, Data Council, 
General Services, Property Control, etc. 

Rep. Hobson referred to an exemption from the Purchasing Act 
which was granted to the Corrections Department, and asked 
Mr. Francke why the exemption has not been exercised. Mr. Francke 
said the regulations to implement the exemption have been pre- 
pared, considered by Secretary Lithgow of the General Services 
Department, and are now held in abeyance due to word received 
by him that the LFC questioned the proposition due- to Mr. Mickel- 
son's departure from the department. Secretary Francke advised 
the committee that he would hold up on the exemption until such 
time as he is assured by the committee that it should be exer- 
cised, and opined that it is a good idea to buy things as cheaply 
as possible no matter who is employed with the depar-tment. 
Secretary Francke elaborated on losses which would accrue to 
the department if the exemption is not used and the danger it 
poses to several projects'. Rep. Hobson essentially told Secre- 
tary Francke that he must make the decision about using the 
exemption and reminded him that the law is on the books and 
he is vested with all the necessary authority to do so. Secre- 
tary Francke was also cautioned by Rep, Hobson that he must 
get a handle on all the administrative entanglements which 
are hindering department progress because they are working to 
his detriment. 

Rep. Otts noted a discrepancy in the purchase order involving 
John R. Wald Company, which was explained by Secretary Francke 
to his apparent satisfaction, noting that the document handed 
to Rep. Otts was incomplete and did not fully reflect all items 
purchased.

Later testiinony diS"^ 
closed that the purchaser was also responsible for growing 
and cutting the alfalfa/ as well as removing it from the 
premises/ which appeared to place a different light on the 
committee's reaction to the $1.20 per bale price. 

In response to a question from Rep. Robbins / Secretary Francke 
said the reason for the switch from aluminum to steel for 
plates was to obtain a more durable substance/ adding that 
this information was supplied to him by others who participated 
in the 1983 decision. It was established that, per plate, 
aluminum is more expensive than steel. 

Rep.. Robbins then posed several questions to the prospective 
director of Corrections Industries Division, which resulted 
in answers that Mr. Ortiz had no prior experience in prison 
industries, but 15 percent of production employees at Nambe 
Mills were parolees and former inmates. Mr . Ortiz informed 
the committee that he has considerable experience in organi- 
zing businesses, marketing and sales. When asked by Rep. Robbins 
why he thought he could succeed in this job when the previous ^ 
director with prison industries background could not, Mr. Ortiz 
said he would first have to get into the job and identify areas 
for probable improvement before he could answer Rep. Robbins' 
question. Mr. Ortiz said his prior experiences with larger 
companies, which also have their share of red tape, have pre- 
pared him for delivery delays and the knowledge that one can- 
not expect one— day delivery when dealing with bulk items. 

Inquiry into Mr. Ortiz's business background by Rep. Robbins 
produced this information: Mr. Ortiz was president of Nambe 
Mills, a family-owned business, for four years and he still 
retains partial ownership of the retail segment. Under his 
management it experienced an increase in gross sales during 
that period from $800,000 to $2,000,000 per year. 

When asked by Rep, Robbins why he would want to leave a suc- 
cessful business to assume the inherent frustrations which ^ 
government imposes, Mr. Ortiz said he has now reached a point 
where the family businesses are doing well, the creative 
organizational work is basically completed, and he wishes to 
share his expereiences with others and make use of his profes- 
sional training in business accounting. 

Considerable debate followed between Rep, Robbins and Secre- 
tary Francke over the raise in inmate pay from $.50 to $1,20 
per hour, with Rep. Robbins criticizing the rational for 
doing so in light of deficiency and supplemental appropriations 
requested by the department. Secretary Francke stressed that, 
no such requests have been made during his tenure and that a 
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$228,000 deficit which, existed during his first year there 
had been made up. ..Further debate ensued over the reason for 
Mr. Mickelson'^s departure, with Rep. Robbins expressing great 
disappointment over the action and Secretary Francke providing 
his perspective of reasons which precipitated the resignation. 

Rep. Robbins told Secretary Francke that the purchasing exemp- 
tion provision: was granted by the legislature because of its 
confidence in Mr. Mickelson. This brought the retort from 
Secretary Francke that if it was the committee s desire he 
would not implement the regulation to effect the Exemption, 
however, if the committee did not expect a subsidy request 
it would have to grant the division the freedom to act like 
a business, otherwise time delays and added costs will con- 
tinue. Throughout the exchange, Secretary Francke referre ^ 
the committee to the list of accomplishments made by the diyi 
sion as a form of response to Rep. Robbins' position that it 
has made minimal progress over the last five years. 

i Secretary Francke then expressed the opinion that if inmates 
are treated right and given work incentives, they wi wor 
hard. He added that his position is not' to treat i^ates 
like second-class citizens and force them to work without com- 
pensation. Without work incentives. Secretary Francke said, 
the inmates would not produce quality products. 

Rep. Robbins questioned the $400 and $600 prices pai^ v 

chairs at the north facility. Secretary Francke advised that 
the purchasing decisions are made by the Property Control 
Division, The project architect, Ron Bergen, reported that 
the chairs under discussion are special chairs made for 
security and hospital institutions and are located in areas 
where abuse will be heavy. In the housing area, he reports , 
the chairs are made of a light gauge plastic or from, 
fiberglass . 

Mr. Mike Trujillo of Property Control Division corrected 
Secretary Francke 's statement that his division was responsib e 
for the purchasing decisions. He advised that a team approac 
was used to select special materials where needed and .that 
Corrections was included in that selection process. 

Rep. Robbins requested from Mr. Trujillo information on the 
total amount paid for special furniture at the facility, 
and Mr. Trujillo agreed to furnish it. 

I Sen. Eoff observed that it does not help the cause of any 

agency to come before the LFC, or any other legislative coi^it 
tee, and be argumentative with members who take exception t 
answers provided. He opined that no one on the committee has 
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attempted to mistreat Secretary Francke or any other cabinet 
secretary, but that they are attempting to find out what is 
best for the taxpayers in New Mexico. Sen. Eoff said he was 
distressed over the exchange that occurred between Secretary 
Francke and committee members. 

Secretary Francke said he had just spent three days in nego- 
tiations over the consent decree, which was most difficult, 
he has not had much sleep, and apologized to Rep. Robbins. 
Secretary Francke acknowledged that he has been treated fairly 
by the committee and its current membership. Sen. Eoff thanked 
Secretary Francke for his remarks. 

Sen, Foreman asked Secretary Francke about the criteria used 
to arrive at the type of industries the department will under- 
take, i.e., whether it is based on providing the inmate with 
marketable skills upon release, or based on making money for 
the State. Secretary Francke reviewed a series of industries 
which have been started and replaced with others, but did not 
respond directly to the question asked by Sen. Foreman. 

Sen. Foreman expressed concern that a solid cost accounting 
system is not in place at the department. Secretary Francke 
reported that this is a priority item and substantial revisions 
will be made to the pricing schedule within the next six- 
month period based upon the automated system. 

Sen. Foreman reiterated his concerns and pointed out that he 
employs from 200 to 300 people without a computer system and 
has always maintained a sound accounting system. He emphasized 
that the same information can be obtained by hand. Secretary 
Francke explained that the decision to install an automated 
system was based in large part on the fact that no system, 
manual or otherwise, existed up to 18 months ago, and that 
costing was simply pulled out of the air. It was decided 
that the automated system would best control activities at^ 
the various plants around the state. Secretary Francke pointed 
out that the department was also without accounting personnel 
to handle a manual system. 

Secretary Francke, in answer to a question from Sen. Foreman, 
stated that the Industries Commission is comprised of himself, 
the state purchasing agent, a representative from labor, a 
representative from business, a representative from agriculture, 
and one at-large member. His desire is to have vacancy positions 
filled with persons who possess manufacturing and farming back- 
grounds . 

Sen. Chavez commented that he received the requested back- 
ground information on those handling consent decree negotia 
tions on behalf of the State. He opined that they appear to 
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h)© v© 3 ry w©Xl ©duc&t©d./ trsinsci ©nd c 5 U©lx.fi©d to h©nd.X© th© 
negotiations. 

In testimony eXicited by Rep. Sanchez^ it was learned that 
the aXfaXfa operation at the main prison is grown and harvested 
by a private contractor who pays the department $X.20 pax 
baXe for the amount produced. Under the circumstances/ Rep. 
Sanchez said the price is acceptabXe. 

Rep. Sanchez asked Secretary Francke to expXain how it is 
that the design of the pXastic cutXery prevents them from 
being used as weapons. Secretary Francke of fered a demon- 
stration which showed that when pressure is appXied to the 
cutXery it snaps in two. 

Rep. Gentry commented that he has been visiting corrections’ 
faciXities over a ten-year period and he has seen major im- 
provements during that period of time. 

Sen. ChandXer then asked severaX questions concerning the ^ 

: pay increase for inmates. Secretary Francke said the decpision 
was based on a recommendation made by the industries division 
director/ Xater approved by the commission.^ The raise, he 
expXained/ ties into the whole program, noting that raises 
have been funded for kitchen and Xaundry workers, and the 
industries program needs to attract the best workers and 
reward those who produce at high XeveXs. The objective here, 
he added, was to provide a sXiding scaXe of rewards for good 
time and pay that wouXd repXace the former system where every- 
one received maximum pay and maximum good time. ^ Under the 
present system, each worker is provided with a job descrip- 
tion, is evaXuated for performance, and awarded good time and 
pay based on that performance evaXuation. Mr. Francke s 
goaX is to instiXX a sense of work vaXue in the inmates. 

Secretary Francke assured Sen. ChandXer that the pay increase 
was done with the understanding that it wouXd be covered by 
industries’ revenues. Secretary Francke aXso confirmed that 
minimum wages would be required under the Apex proposaX . ^ 

Mr. CXasby from the Utah Department of Corrections expXained 
that the minimum wage requirement comes from a program' caXXed 
the Private Sector Prison Industries Certification Program 
administered by the Justice Department to permit the sale of 
inmate-made goods in interstate commerce. ^ To meet concerns 
of organized labor and private sector businesses , the minimum 
pay scale has been imposed. AXso, there are provisions in 
the act for deductions to be made from the inmate’s pay for 
room and board and victim restitution, Mr. CXasby provided 
the XegaX citation for Sen. ChandXer as P.L. 96-827. 
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In response to a further question from Sen. Chandler, Secre-^ 
tary Francke reported that the Apex company sells to 25,000 
drugstores and related outlets. Apex will Be selling the 
cutlery to private businesses and not federal prisons. 

Mr. Clasby noted that if the product is marketed properly, 
the price of labor will be included in the product. 

In response to a question from Chairman Sandel, Secretary 
Francke reported that field audits have been conducted on 
the division for FY 73. Staff member Danny Byrnes advised 
that field audit results have not been released to the depart- 
ment. Mr. Byrnes advised Chairman Sandel that the audit sub- 
mission deadline to the State Auditor *'s office is October 15, 
Major deficiencies cited during the field audit were the lack 
of controls over inventory, no perpetual records maintenance, 
no record of waste, etc. Chairman Sandel observed that it 
,is difficult to understand how any business can make money 
when there is no control over inventory, waste and pricing. 

Chairman Sandel noted that much discussion occurred during 
the course of Secretary Francke *’s presentation over the frus- 
tration experienced by him and members of the committee. He 
observed that a major reason for this was the fact that in 
July of 1984 the committee was told the cost-accounting system 
was a high priority item in the department; yet in September^^ 
of 1985, the committee is being told that the "high priority" 
system is still not available. 

Chairman Sandel pointed out that in FY 73 a General Fund ap- 
propriation of $1,371,000 was made to the division so it could 
compete for industries. In FY 74, $800,000 was appropriated to 
the division; and, now, for FY 75, $714,000 is being requested 
from the General Fund. Chairman Sandel stressed that this 
results in $3 million for an operation that is supposed to be 
breaking even or making money, and the committee can't even 
get a financial statement on the industries it has been funding. 

Chairman Sandel was firm in his conviction that it was dif- 
ficult to understand how a priority system was not in place 
a year later, and directed that a copy of the audit report 
be made available to the committee at the earliest possible 
date by the department. 

Chairman Sandel recounted a series of "frustrations" expressed 
to the committee by Secretary Francke, all of which, he noted, 
have been responded to by appropriating funds to relieve that 
frustration. He then recounted a series of disappointments 
over Secretary Francke 's inability to cure those ' frustrations 
by implementing programs within a reasonable period of time. 
Chairman Sandel made specific reference to the new correction 
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facility and the alleged construction deficiencies reported 
by Secretary Francke which later appeared not to be as grave 
as initially described by him. Chairman Sandel told Secre- 
tary Francke that the operation would never get off the ground 
unless he gets a system in place to determine prices, waste, 
design, inventory, etc., and admonished him to do everything 
possible to get the cost accounting system operational. 


STATE PENITENTIARY CONSTRUCTION PROGRESS REPORT 
Consultant Bob Lockwood a 

if. 

Director Baca introduced Mr. Lockwood to the committee, who 
was hired as a consultant to inspect the penitentiary and 
report his findings to the committee. Analyst Hazlett intro- 
duced several resource people available to the committee for 
questions; Ron Burton of Hutchison and Brown, Fred Burns of 
Boyle Engineering, Mike Trujillo of Property Control, Ron 
Vigil of Property Control, Pat Hendley of Property Control, 
and Bob Montoya of the Corrections Department. 


Grants Facility . Mr. Lockwood reported that he completed the 
year-end inspection of the Grants facility with members of 
the Property Control Division, the architect and the contractor. 
He found a good correctional facility which is operating well, 
with no major physical plant problems, other than a nagging 
problem with light bulbs burning out, which is in the process 
of being corrected. The facility is operating at "150 percent" 
capacity, with a good plant manager who was the architect's 
representative on the job during the construction period. 

Most outstanding items have been cured; three minor change 
orders are in process, and both the warden and plant manager 
are satisfied with the facility. Water and sewer are connected 
to the city facilities so the correctional facility does not 
have the problem of operating a sewage plant. 

Las Cruces Facility . Mr. Lockwood reported that this facility 
was inspected with the architects and various engineers, who 
toured the facility and found a very clean, well operated 
facility, with which he was very impressed. 

No major operational problems exist, with the exception of 
the sewage plant which was not being operated correctly and 
probably resulted in unnecessary repairs. An adobe wall 
is being constructed around the facility by inmates which is 
very attractive and keeping a lot of inmates busy. The warden 
and plant manager both appear to be in control of the physical 
facility. 


Santa Fe Facility . Mr. Lockwood reported that this facility 
was toured with the Governor's Task Force. He had prepared 
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a written report on the inspection which was previously submitted 
to the committee. .He opined that the state has a good facility 
both in design and construction, Mr, Lockwood found no major 
problems. There are minor things needing repair, most of 
which relate to the Correction Department’s operation of the 
facility. He reported a 280,000 square foot facility with 
only two maintenance workers, adding that it is in desperate 
need of an electronics technician to keep the security system 
operating properly, Mr. Lockwood estimated that some 50 percent 
of the problems encountered involve operation of computers and 
the security system. 

Mr. Lockwood reported further that some problems have arisen 
by virtue of the facility sitting there, for nine months. Dust 
has accumulated on the fire controls and there is no personnel 
available to clean the fire detectors. He placed the need 
for cleaning the fire detectors in an emergency category. 

Mr. Lockwood reported a very cooperative contractors' group. 

One of the major problems in completing the facility came 
from the delay in awarding the site work, which was the last 
construction package, and should have been awarded a year 
prior. .The reason for the delay, he explained, was a lack 
of funds for the architect to perform the design work neces- 
sary to get the bid package out. 

On Tuesday, another construction meeting was held at the site 
with Major Salazar, who is in charge of security there, 
indicating satisfaction with the facility, reporting a more re- 
laxed atmosphere, security guards asking for transfers to 
facility, and better relationships with inmates. Mr. Lockwood 
said that if the facility would just be put into operation it 
should be a good one. 

The major disappointment encountered by Mr. Lockwood was 
with the sewage disposal plant which has been a major problem 
because of operational difficulties. He told the committee that 
it is not a difficult operation, however, and that Property 
Control hired a subcontractor to operate it for some nine 
months at a cost of $110,000 in order to protect its invest- 
ment. The plant's operation was then reassumed by the depart 
ment and, when last inspected two weeks ago, a great number 
of deficiencies were discovered which are now being corrected 
through a change order by the project contractor. Mr. Lock- 
wood advised that if the plant cannot be operated by the depart- 
ment, it should be contracted out. Mr. Lockwood added that 
the warden indicated to him that he did not want to be in the 
sewage business. 

In response to a question from Rep. Robbins, Mike Trujillo of 
Property Control provided the committee with background 
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information a&out problems which occasioned the site work 
delay. Essentially, Because of changes in policy decisions 
and construction directives, and a decision to construct 
two rather than one facility in Santa Fe, original appropria- 
tions were insufficient to cover construction costs and the 
site work was delayed until appropriate authorization was 
received from the legislature. Once authorization was re- 
ceived, Mr. Trujillo stated, further delays were encountered 
due to winter weather, and it delayed other finalization work 
as well. ' 

Rep, Robbins recalled that Secretary Francke requested ap- 
proval to purchase razor wire for the facility in June. He 
said he later made a visit to the facility and learned that 
the specifications were not issued until two months later. 

Rep. Robbins asked Secretary Francke why there was a two- 
month delay in getting the specifications to Property Control. 
Secretary Francke replied that the department tried the emer- 
gency purchase route and it was rejected. The department then 
went through a short-term bid cycle to obtain the wire. 

Rep. Robbins attempted to clarify the matter by saying that 
he was not concerned with the time between the specifications 
and the bid award. But was- asking why it took two months to 
submit the specifications in the first place. Secretary Francke 
said he would analyze the transaction and report back to the 
committee. 

Rep. Robbins said that when he toured the facility in August 
he learned that some pipes had frozen in January and still 
had not been repaired. He asked Secretary Francke to explain 
why the repairs took so long. Mr. Bob Montoya from the depart- 
ment responded, saying that what Rep. Robbins saw was a 
ceiling in the industries building that has not been repaired, 
adding that he was told by Bradbury Stamm Contractors that 
the partition would be fixed when they re-entered the building 
to perform the painting. The delay, he said, was encountered 
because of claims difficulties with the insurer and because 
Bradbury Stamm also delayed in performing the work. Mr. 

Trujillo agreed to provide the committee with information 
detailing reasons for the delay. 

Mr. Lockwood commented that it is very difficult for a con- 
tractor to perceive an emergency when a building has been 
sitting there unoccupied for several months. 

Rep. Robbins then asked if the south facility has been cleaned 
up and whether the weeds still stand high. Secretary Francke 
reported that the weeds have not been cut, but that the

Robbins suggested that inmates be 
used to cut the weeds. Secretary Francke said this would be 
done as soon as the temporary supervisory personnel is hired. 

Sen. Eoff asked Mike Trujillo of the Property Control Divi- 
sion for Mr. Hendley's title. Mr. Trujillo advised that 
Mr. Hendley is state construction manager. In response to 
a further question, Mr. Trujillo stated that Mr. Hendley 
has held this position, off and on, since 1981, and at other 
times has held the position of deputy director and acting 
director of the Property Control Division. Sen. Eoff then 
asked if a promotion or increase in salary has been received 
by Mr. Hendley since September 9, 1983. Mr. Trujillo re- 
ported that, other than cost-of-living increases, there have 
been no promotions or pay raises.

Mr. Armijo told the committee that he is on loan to the State 
from the Los Alamos National Laboratories for a two-year 
period terminating in December, 1986, and that he appeared 
in response to a reguest for information by the LFC on three 
items . 

Update on School District Group Insurance Authority . 

Mr. Armijo reported that HB 620 creating the authority has 
been implemented, a board has been created, and the first 
line of group insurance in the health area has been bid, with 
the end result being that there is a net effect reduction 
from current health insurance premiums from $36.6 million 
to $32.5 million, a savings of $4.1 million. 

Mr. Armijo directed the committee ^'s attention to a brochure 
explaining the insurance benefits under the three plans 
offered, and stressed that savings to the State will be 
dependent on the plan selected by the school district. 

The estimated savings is predicated on the middle plan. 

Plan II, and, if selected, he said, once an employee has paid 
$500 out-of-pocket, the plan will pay 100 percent thereafter. 
Once a two-party Cemployee and one dependent), or family 
(employee plus two or more dependents) pays out $1,000, the 
plan will pay 100 percent. About 95 percent of the districts, 
however, have selected Plan I, which has a slightly higher 
monthly premium. 

Under Plan I, once an employee has paid $300 out of pocket, 
which includes the yearly deductible, the plan will pay 
100 percent; once a two-party or family employee pays $600 
out-of-pocket, the plan will pay 100 percent. 

Any number of 100 percent features are offered, including^ 
generic drugs, maternity one-day stays, preadmission testrng, 
home health care, hospices care, and heart, liver and 
transplants. It also includes worldwide coverage for both 
employees and retirees and expenses are paid according to 
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reaaonab0.e and cuatoi^arX charges. Qf the zip code where the

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districta, Albuquerque Public Schoola probably had the. worst 
plan of benefits in terina of the highest deductibles and the 
highest out*K>f ■»^pocket loss to an employee. By way of illustra'- 
tion, he said that APS‘ stop loss of $5,0aa a year translates 
to 20 percent, or $1,000, to an employee. plus • their deductible 
of $175 means $1,175. He asked the committee to contrast that 
with the $300 out-of-pocket liability in the Authority \s . . 
plan, ergo a' difference of' -over $700. And as the APS 'plan 
relates to family, he said,, it gets even more serious because 
there is no family limit on deductibles provided in the plan. 

Mr. Armijo illustrated further that if he worked at APS as a 
custodian making $10,000 a year, with five children, one would 
multiply $1,00.0 x 7 (family memhersi, and take 20, percent of 
that figure, whicb would be the out-^f-pocket liability under 
the APS plan, i.e., $7,000 plus three deductibles of $150 
for a total at-risk over $7,000 per year, contrasted with 
the Authority’s plan of a maximum of $1,400 for the same size 
family. 

Albuquerque was one of the districts the Authority could not 
guarantee a lower rate to for three reasons: (1) their plan 

of benefits was so far less than other existing school dis- 
tricts and far less than the Authority's plan; C2) for three 
years APS has had a loss ratio of over 100 percent and is 
in the red some $250,000; and t3> some increased amount had 
to be assessed for the substantial increase in benefits. 

Other lines of business, Mr. Armijo said, will be coming in 
and be bid out in areas such as dental, vision care, life, 
disability, etc. 

Mr. Armijo next discussed the matter of his continued service - 
to the State and several lawsuits which, have been threatened 
during the course of the project. He reported threats from the 
Clovis district and the Albuquerque Public Schools, and because 
he is an advisor to the State and not an employee, any suit 
brought would have to be against the laboratory in order to 
get to him. Mr. Armijo said it is already costing the lab 
in the neighborhodd- of $79,000 to make his services available 
and he will have to consult with management there to 'dee 
whether the accrual of lawsuits is worth it. 

Mr. Armijo then addressed a matter which he suspected may have 
already reached members of the committee which _ involved _ 
allegations that he is “on the take,” "would like to design a 
job for himself,** "is in line for a big job with Prudential," 
and similar allegations. He reported to the committee that 
the line of business involved here involves some $32 million 
which was accomplished without any commissions payable to 
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any agentSf subagents, brokers., or anyone else, Mr, Armijo 
toid tbe committee, tbat be adminlaters. 35 insurance contracts 
for LANL worth an estilnated value, of $110 million and. is in'r 
spected by the Inspector General, Department of Energy, 
the State of California,' the University of California, 

LANL, and is also audited regularly,' and in all tbe years 
he has been there nothing has ever Been found to. Be wrong. 
Moreover, he is guided By DOE conflict of interest regula- 
tions which prohibit employment with anyone who the employee 
was instrumental in awarding a contract to for two years after 
termination of employment, otherwise, they are subject to Both 
criminal and civil penalties. 

Mr, Armijo said that the ensuing projects to be undertaken by 
the Authority involve property and casualty, 'auto and fleet ^ 
insurance, workers compensation,. Bonds, civil rights liability 
and other areas, and that he can guarantee that the allegations 
will probaBly increase a hundred or a thousand 'fold because 
many local Brokers and agents deal in those lines ^of business. 
Should the legislature decide to self —insure ' all its school .. 
property and bid out the excess, Mr. Armijo ^said that a 
30 to 50 percent savings on premiums now paid was not out of 
line. He cautioned, however, that in taking such an action, 
education money would be raved, but it would also create prob- 
lems for a local broker and agent, 

Mr, Armijo said he needed to know what the legislature's ob- 
jective is, i,e., to assure profit for the local broker and 
agent or to save money for public schools. He said a good 
understanding was needed before he carried on after the first 
of the year, 

Mr, Armijo said he was proud of the work that has been done ^ 
thus far and commended the LFC analyst. Dr. Baca of the Office 
of Education, and Albert Gallegos of Risk Management Division 
for their cooperation in carrying out the project. He pointed 
out that the $4 million savings achieved thus far came about 
without an appropriation attached to HB 620 and without spend- 
ing any additional funds for work performed on the project. 

Dr. Baca from the Office of Education reported that a survey 
is underway to determine what the increases have been in various 
lines of insurance over the last year; the data will be sub- 
mitted to the LFC as soon as it is compiled. Dr. Baca advised 
Sen. Eoff that regarding the requested study of how^^New Mexico's 
benefits compare to others within the region f much informaion 
has been compiled and it will soon be. forthcoming. Dr, Baca 
next advised that a Budget will be presen^ted to LFC by next 
Monday for the Authority, but noted that it has. no revenue and 
will not have, any until such time as funds received are invested, 
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Mr, Armijo presanted a letter to the coipmittee under date of 
June 5, 19.85 from the University of California, attesting 
to a savings of million for the period January 1, 19-84 
through April 30., 1-9B5, By changing its insurance program 
to a minimum premium method Ca concept explained to the com-^ 
mittee hy Mr, Armijol, Mr. Armijo estimated that by year 
one of the puBlic schools health, program^ the State will have 
earned about $400, 000. in interest from its Health Plan Fund, 
and by a conservative investment' scheme about $4,4 million 
over the four-^year period of the plan. The $4,4 million, 
which otherwise would have Been a profit to any health in-* 
surance carrier, can then Be used to help with, future premium 
increases, buy benefits, or to even lower premiums. 

Rep. Robbins commented that he received several phone calls 
from constituents. Tin his district, and then asked Mr, Armijo 
why Melrose and Texaco were not granted the ' waivers , He 
replied that the Horace Mann Bid for these two districts was 
much higher than the Authority **&, while the Clovis, Portales 
and Dora bids from Horace Mann were, lower than that of the 
authority, Mr, Armijo explained that in the case of Melrose 
and Texaco, Horace Mann does not double or triple their life 
and disability premiums and provide them with a lower medical 
health rate. He added that while the Clovis rate is lower than 
the Authority *■■&, it*s actually Being made up in other lines 
of business. -In short, the same rating strategy was not 
extended to Melrose and Texaco, 

In response to a question from Sen. Chandler, Mr. Armijo 
stated that Melrose and Texaco could have received the same 
waiver if they had come in with lower figures than the Authority. 
Mr. Armijo assured Sen. Chandler that the districts were aware 
of this and that he had extensive conversations with the super- 
intendents of Clovis, the Business managers in Portales and 
Dora, and observed that they were very cooperative, adding 
that this has not been the situation with the Albuquerque 
Public Schools. Mr. Armijo said he had sincerely enjoyed his 
interaction with the smaller schools. 

Sen. Chandler then asked Mr. Armijo if Clovis obtained a better 
deal than Melrose, Mr. Armijo stated that he told the’ Horace 
Mann representative that if the company was artifically lowering 
the medical rate and doubling the rates on the other lines of 
insurance, it's conceivable when the entire project is said 
and done, that the total benefits package cost of the Authority 
will be lower than the Horace Mann package, with which Horace 
Mann agreed. Further discussion indicated that the Clovis 
package may not work if the disability bid comes in at a much 
higher rate than the Authority's, since the waiver for that 
portion of the insurance would not be granted.

In response to a further question from Rep.^ Hobson, Mr. Armijo 
reported that the employees may see physicians of their 
choice and the plan covers worldwide service. 

Rep. Hobson ashed if only one dental provider would be offered, 
Mr, Armijo said, the Indemnity Dental Plan^would permit the 
employees to see the dentist of their choice. Rep. Hobson 
then commented that one of the -^delivery provide^ ’is Denta- 
Care and asked if' Mr. Armijo was familiar with the organiza- 
tion, Mr, Armijo replied that at LANL the Indemnity Denta 
Plan is offered and what .is known as a pre-pay, adding that 
one year EDS had the contract, and Denta-Care currently holds 
the contract, Tf a pre-pay plan is selected by the employee, 
only dentists participating in the program can be seen, in 
response to a further question from Rep. Hobson, Mr. ^“^3° 
said that premiums are generally less for pre-pays and HMDs. 

Rep. Hobson then asked if Denta-Care was a^plan being con- 
sidered for adoption by the schools statewide, to. .^130 
reported that two board members appeared before the Authori y 
and asked that it reconsider its decision to only offer 3^^ 
indemnity plan; presentations were then made by the pre-paid 
dental carriers as well as the N, M. Dental Association. 

The individual from the dental association, a Dr. Gibbs, _ 
told the Authority that it was not opposed to both plans being 
offered and allowing the employee to choose, but they did no 
want the Authority to offer only the pre-paids. With that, 
the Authority reversed its position and decided to offer both 
forms of dental insurance. Rep. Hobson asked ,

Rep, Hobson expressed concern that the successful bidder be 
able to service the business and cited examples when the 
business offering the best price doesn’t necessarily provide 
the best service f Mr. Armijo said that out of ten ranking 
elements used to select the insurer , service had the firs 
priority and Prudential was ranked first by everyone who voted. 

Mr, Armijo then referred to the Retiree Health Plan which, 
aaain, is unequalled in the State with a premium of $35. 04 
per month; the plan is not only a supplement to Medicare, 
but is virtually the same coverage provided to public _ school 
employees. and is available whether the'refiree lives in or 
out of the State. 

In response to a question from Rep. Sanchez, Mr, Armijo said 
the plan will apply to present and future retirees and be 
available to participating school districts. He then ex- 
plained how the premium will be collected with basic support 
coming from the Educational Retirement Association. Retirees 
will be notified of insurance meetings to be held at various 
participating school districts around the state and t ere 
be provided with an open enrollment package. 

Mr. Armijo reported that requests have been received 'from 18 
other educational institutions 'seeking to have the benefits 
extend to them. The plan will be available to the retirees 
of those institutions as wsll* 

Chairman Sandel thanked Mr. Armijo for his presentation and 
the positive work provided to the State, 

One additional item was brought to the committee’s attention 
before Mr. Armijo departed having to do with recent legislation

the sarje 3L£nd of format established in HR 6.20, A portion of 
the employee's heslttL plan was used to create a trust fund 
from which.

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Discussion followed wherein Chairman Sandel asked Sen. Chandler 
if fhe purpose of the motion was to recjuest that the LFC be 
advised before any negotiations are finalized and Sen. Chandler 
clarified that he was referring to anything which would attempt 
to exceed constitutional mandates. 

A vote on the motion resulted in unanimous adoption. 

economic outlook 

Analyst Ed Howard/Messrs. Mugno and McDonald 

Analyst Howard introduced John F, Mugno, vice president of 
Citibank •'s energy division, and Dr. Brian McDonald from the 
University of New Mexico's Bureau of Economic Research. He 
reported that Dr. McDonald would address the State's general 
economic outlook, followed by Mr. Mugno who will talk speci 
fically on the energy sector. 

McDonald Report. Dr. McDonald prefaced his slide presenta- 
tion by saying that he would address the review and outlook 
of the New Mexico economy and touch on the national economic 
scene. Beginning with the national recovery in early 1983, 
he displayed a graph of the U.S. Real GNP (gross national^ 
productl, which is the broadest measure of economic activity 
at the national level , indicating a strong 6.8 percent growth 
in 1984 Cthe strongest growth in the U.S. since the Korean 
crisisl, and an anemic drop to 1.0 percent in the first half 
of 1985. This morning the Bureau received what is known as 
a "blast" estimate of Real GNP for the third quarter of _ 

2,8 percent whi'ch, he said, is not much of an increase in 
economic activity. 

The next table (U.S. Industrial Production _ Index) indicated 
the growth rate of U.S, manufacturing, mining and utilities, 
good performance in 1984, but since early 1985 the growth 
has slowed to about the 2.0 percent level. Very weak produc- 
tion levels exist at the national level. 

Another table (Current Account Balance), indicated what is 
occurring in the foreign trade area and depicts a negative 
account balance (difference between imports and exports) 
of goods at $120 billion in the foreign trade deficit, which 
accounts for the difference between domestic spending and 
domestic production. In a related table (Trade Weighted Ex- 
change Ratel he showed that the U.S. dollar has appreciated 
almost 50 percent since 1980 making imports cheaper and U.S. 
exports more expensive. He noted that the dollar has begun 
to fall (10 percent since March) , but said it is still above 
the average for 1984. 
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On the positive sider his next table (Interest Rates) indicated 
very sharp declines in interest rates since 1984, with short- 
term rates, as measured by 3-month Treasury Bill rates, drop- 
ping from 10.0 percent to 7.0 percent and long-term rates not 
falling quite as sharply. In a related table (Consumer Price 
Index) he showed that the inflation rate has essentially been 
growing at less than 4.0 percent for the last year in contrast 
with 14.0 and 15.0 percent levels back in the late ’70s. He 
described this as "good" news. 

Dr. McDonald then highlighted a couple of disturbing trends 
which bear on the outlook with two charts (Housing Starts and 
Personal Income Growth) . He explained that the declining 
interest rates were widely expected to promote growth in the 
interest rate sensitive sectors, however, no benefit has yet 
been seen in the housing area, even in the August 1985 data 
just received by the Bureau. For the period November 1984 
to July 1985, a sharp deceleration has occurred in personal 
income growth and it is now at 6.0 percent. If averaged for 
the first half of 1985, it is really only a little over 4.0 
percent growth, whereas last year it was at 9.5 percent. 

The next two tables (Retail Sales Data and Domestic Auto Sales) 
showed some slowing in the consumer area with retail sales 
activity falling off in July and August of 1985. This parti- 
cularly shows up in the domestic auto sales and is no wonder 
that domestic auto manufacturers are offering special 7.7 per- 
cent financing. Dr. McDonald advised that they not only had 
to deal with the auto haulers' strike, but also with reduced 
sales and a need to clear out inventory. Even though auto 
sales have spiked up dramatically because of the special auto 
offers, the data is distorted because it may rob sales from 
late 1985 and early 1986, which, he stated, is not necessarily 
a good sign. 

The outlook next presented was derived from Data Resources, 
Inc., a division of McGraw-Hill, whose assumptions are used 
by Dr. McDonald's agency in making state economy forecasts. 

The next two tables (Real GNP Growth Forecast and Consumer 
Price Index Forecast) plotted annual growth rates for Real 
GNP growth, showing a strong increase in 1984 and an anti- 
cipated below average growth for 1985 and 1986, with a slight 
recovery in 1987 which mainly comes from the effects of low 
interest rates and the positive effects of an international 
decline of the dollar at about 10.0 percent. This still is 
not a strong recovery, he noted. Consumer spending is ex- 
pected to slow dramatically and little inflationary pressures 
are anticipated. Today, he reported, consumer savings rates 
are at an all time low, with the most recent August figures 
showing a savings rate of 2.8 percent compared with historic 
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rates of 4.0 to 6.0 percent. To replenish savings, con 
sumers will cut I?ack on consumption. He also reported

The next two tables (Interest Rate Forecast and Housing Starts) , 
also derived from Data Resources, Inc. data, indicated th 
lho?t-Srrinterest rates will remain near current levels, 
while iSg-term interest rates will continue to decline. 

Because Sf low interest rates, the only sector expected to 
have a very good couple of years is housing, falling somewha 
in 1987 as interest rates rise. 

Dr. McDonald then addressed the New Mexico economy. The 
first table CN.M. Total Nonagricultural Employment) 
tS annual growth rate ooiapaied to a year ago and indicated 
a slowdown, with the eitiployment growth in

The next table (R.N.M. s Albuquerque MSA Total Nonagricultural 

1 Employment Growth) traces the growth rates between Albuquerq 
and the rest of New Mexico. It indicates that Albuquerque 
oStpSfo^Sng by a large measure. In the " 

Albuquerque area employment grew almost 5.0 percent, 
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outside of Albuquerque experienced only a 1.5 percent growth 
rate. County data reflect that 22 of the 33 counties suf- 
fered employment losses, meaning that only 11 counties had 
any employment gains in July. Eight of the 11 were in the 
Rio Grande valley. Outside of this area. Dr. McDonald 
reported. New Mexico is really in a recession. 

Turning to the next table (N.M. Total Nonagricultural Employ- 
ment Forecast), after a good 1984 recovery at the state level, 
state employment growth is expected to slow dramatically, 
particularly in late 1985 and remain very weak through 1987. 

New Mexico *'s income growth also subsides. The forecast shows 
that the mining sector will continue to be weak, a decline 
in oil prices to the $23.50 level by 1,987 with _ commensurate 
employment declines here. He forecasted a continued weakening 
in the manufacturing level with no recovery until 1987. A 
booming forecast for construction in Albuquerque was predicted, 
over 12.0 percent, but in areas outside of Albuquerque a fall 
to 5.0 percent. Dr. McDonald noted that the boom has been 
ongoing in Albuquerque for two and one-half years and this 
will come to an end at the conclusion of 1985. Too many apart- 
ments have been Built and too much vacant office space exists. 

The next table (N.M. Personal Income Forecast) forecasts 
a drop from an 8.5 percent growth in 1984 to less than 
6.0 percent in calendar 1985 and 1986, and about 6.5 percent 
in 1987. 

The last table (N.M. Sector Employment Growth Forecast) 
provides growth forecasts By sector. In 1985, a little growth 
is shown for manufacturing. Mining will have about a 4.0 
percent decline. Construction will manage about a 3.0 percent 
increase. In 1986, zero growth is shown for mining. Manu- 
facturing begins to recover a bit. Construction will decline. 

In 1987, the forecast indicates some acceleration in growth, 
but less than 4.0 percent in all areas. 

In 1985 the trade, services and government sectors are expected 
to hold up fairly well, but in 1986 very little growth is ex- • 
pected due to the decline in personal income. Government is 
expected to be weak at all levels. 

Sen. Eoff asked how the low savings level in the U.S. compares 
with other industrialized nations of the world. Dr. McDonald 
advised that the U.S. has one of the lowest savings rate bases 
in the industrialized world, adding that in Japan the rate is 
up in the low teens. Sen. Eoff asked Dr. McDonald to elaborate 
on the factors which affect savings trends, and he advised 
that a standard economist's answer is temporal preferences 
to consume today or consume in the future and U.S, citizens 

have easy access to credit for autos, goods, etc. 
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In response to a request from Sen, Benavidez, Dr. McDonald 
said he could get him a list of foreign investments in the 
U.S. He reported that the U.S. has moved into a debtor’s 
status when the amount of assets held by the U.S. in other 
countries is compared to financial assets held by other coun- 
tries in the U.S. 

Dr. McDonald stated that the high increase in foreign invest- 
ment here is largely due to the attraction to the high interest 
rates. Sen. Benavidez pointed out that interest rates have 
dropped, which Dr. McDonald conceded, explaining that U.S. 
rates are still higher than in foreign countries, General 
discussion followed on this aspect of the presentation. 

Mugno Report . Mr. Mugno had copies distributed of his slide 
presentation, an article on the changes going on in the oil 
business and the kind of business practices likely to take 
place, and an article which addresses the short-term oil 
market situation. Mr. Mugno *s remarks were divided into two 
parts: oil situation and the natural gas situation, noting 
that a divergence is beginning to occur between these two 
markets. He asked the committee to remember that there is 
basically nothing anyone in New Mexico can do to affect the 
price that oil is sold for in New Mexico; oil prices are set 
on a world market, 

Mr, Mugno provided information on how the overall market 
is developing and advised that over the next 18 months 
four important factors to be considered in the international 
marketplace which are likely to affect the supply and demand 
of oil and, in fact, the price of oil are: Iraqi pipelines, 

OPEC refineries, slack demand and quota cheating. Each was 
^plained to the committee. He essentially said that production 
from new Iraqi pipelines will create a market sharing situa- 
tion with the OPEC group at a time when OPEC refineries are 
stepping up their 1 to 1.5 million barrel per day production 
capacity. This production will be sold on the spot market. 

The slack demand for OPEC crude oil will be met by non-OPEC 
producers meaning that OPEC will be hurting for revenues. 

This will lead to increased competition which will then result 
in cheating on the quota. Mr. Mugno reported that, despite 
news reports, the quota cheating has really not been that 
high when compared to the overall market and is somewhere in 
the 3 to 4 percent area; however, that entire percentage 
has been thrown back on Saudi Arabia which has experienced 
a revenue drop over the past year from $3.5 billion a month 
to $1.5 billion a month. The response from the Saudi Arabian 
Kingdom has been to "net back deals," which, he reported, is 
very threatening to world oil prices. 
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Mr. Mugno advised that all this is occurring in a market 
that is basically stagnant. These factors, he explained, 
will be important over the next 18-month period. After 
that period another set of factors will emerge. He em- 
phasized that today's situation shows no sign of change 
in the next five years and the basic question of "are prices 
going to fall" will exist and persist because of the trem- 
endous amount of spare capacity. 

By way of example, Mr. Mugno referred to a chart reflecting 
the world oil demand and output outside of communist areas 
which indicated that OPEC produces a little above 15 million 
barrels a day. However, OPEC has the ability to produce 
closer to 25 million barrels a day. This results in 
a 10 million barrel per day, or 20 percent of free world 
demand, shut-in. 

It is this tremendous availability of oil that seeps into 
the market and weakens the prices, Mr. Mugno said. ^ What 
makes oil so different from other resources, he said, is 
that the sales price of petroleum bears no particular re- 
lation to the cost of producing it. The only reason prices 
are where they are today, he reported, _ is because of Saudi 
Arabians willingness to keep that 10 million barrel per day 
excess off the market. Otherwise, oil prices would fall to 
the marginal cost of production. 

Of the 45 million barrels of oil produced per day in the 
world market, Mr. Mugno said, about perhaps half a million 
are produced at the highest marginal cost of $20 per barrel. 
Perhaps a million and one-half barrels are produced at costs 
in excess of $12-$15 per barrel. The bulk of the oil 
duced in the world today is at a production cost of less than 
$10 per barrel f and over half of that is produced at less 
than $5 per Barrel. 

Mr. Mugno then produced a chart showing the sharp decline 
in oil revenues experienced by Saudi Arabia in the last few 
years, from a high of $111 billion in 1980 and 1981 to a 
$40-$25 billion range in 1983 and 1984. It has been de- 
pleting its surplus over this period of time, has no feason 
able expectation of adding to that surplus over the next five 
years, and wants to "staunch that hemorrhage," Mr. Mugno said. 

Since July of 1982, Saudi Arabia has been sending signals 
to the other OPEC countries, which were ignored until 
of 1985 when King Fahd pronounced that the Kingdom had been 
wrongfully denied its rightful share in OPEC production and 
could not allow the situation to continue. The mechanism 
put in place to obtain that "rightful share" was netback deals 
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Mr. Mugno described this method as one where Saudi Arabia 
sells to the refiner, who refines the oil and then arranges 
for sales. Saudi Arabia then assigns prices to what is 
sold and calculates the barrel value and subtracts out 
processing and transportation costs. Whatever is left, 

Qj. "netbacks” to the port of export, is what the Saudi s 
will take. This price is now at $25.50 a barrel for light 
type crude oil and amounts to a $1.50 discount per barrel. 

Mr. Mugno advised that if Saudi Arabia sets no yolume limits 
on the netback deals, prices will fall to well below $20 per 
barrel which will completely collapse the marketplace. 

Mr. Mugno predicted that the Saudis will not take this route 
because they don't want the market to crash and because it 
should be viewed as a continuum of steps that the Kingdom has 
been taking since July of 1982. The netback volumes are being 
set at around two to two and one~half million barrels a day. 


Mr. Mugno opined that there

In discussing the gas market, Mr. Mugno said that the past 
two years have shown that the most important thing about 
it has been marketing, and this holds true for the next two- 
y©ar period. He opined that marketing is absolutely the 
key to selling gas and it takes on two dimensions: marketing 
by the pipeline and marketing by the producer. In New Mexico, 
marketing has been done almost entirely by the pipeline, 
said, and probably by November 1st, the marketing burden will 
fall upon the producer as well. 

The 1984 British coal strike drove residual fuel prices up 
to very close to crude oil prices, which supports gas pr.ices, 
he explained. With the coal strike over, residual fuel 
prices have dropped some $7-$8 per barrel, and this is being 
reflected in the U.S. natural gas market. 

Mr. Mugno stated that a sluggish drilling outlook, a shrinkage 
of surplus deliverability , and Canada-at— the-gate factors 
all contribute to the marginal gas price reductions. However, 
another major factor impacts on gas prices: the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission's notice of proposed rule-making whicn 
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is expected to take effect sometime in November. The new 
regulations encompass contract carriage, take-or-pay settle- 
ments, expedited certification and block billing, which, 

Mr. Mugno stated, will change the whole nature of the inter 
state pipeline. It forces pipelines to compete with each 
other and it forces pipelines to carry gas for people who 
negotiated their own deals, which results in a tremendous 
opening of the marketplace to competition. 

Block billing, Mr. Mugno said, is probably key to New Mexico, 
and requires that the pipeline divide its gas into two cate 
gories of low cost gas and all other gas. In New Mexico 
45 percent of its gas is low cost gas and selling for under 
$2/mcf. Block 3 gas is about 55 percent of the gas available 
and it sells at a higher price than $2.71, which is the 
average price of gas in New Mexico. Under the new ruling. 

Mr. Mugno explained, a customer will take all the low priced 
gas first, resulting in a lower production of the higher priced 
gas. Several illustrations of how this would work were pro- 
vided by Mr. Mugno. He predicted a tremendous price war 
among the Block 2 producers, who will now be competing against 
each other to sell gas in the marketplace. Consequently, the 
State is looking at less revenue from the gas industry be- 
cause low cost gas is now 5/7ths of total production, about 
two— thirds; and one— third of production is high cost gas, 
which is coming down. 

Mr, Mugno predicted a decline in gas prices, saying New Mexico 
would be lucky if it went to just $2.40 or $2.50 per mcf and 
it should expect a lower price than this. 

Mr. Mugno then identified five danger signs the committee 
should be aware of in the oil and gas markets: U.S. recession 
and high interest rates; OPEC disarray and weak OPEC sales; 
more competitive natural gas markets; petroleum product 
imports and lower drilling and service activity. 

Rep. Hobson asked Mr. Mugno what effect price reductions 
in oil and gas would have on General Fund monies. Mr. Mugno 
advised that if he was in Rep. Hobson’s shoes, he would be 
prepared for a 10 percent reduction in oil and gas prices 
and have a contingency plan in the event it went to a 15 
cent reduction, A further question from Rep. Hobson clarified 
that Mr. Mugno was talking about dollars. 

Rep, Hobson then asked Analyst Howard if he had prepared a 
summary reflecting what a drop to $25 per barrel of oil and 
$2,45 per mcf of gas would do to the State’s budget. 

Mr, Howard advised that his information discloses that a 
10 cent drop per mcf is about a $9 million loss in General 
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Fund revenues and a $1.00. reduction in the price of oil 
is in the $6 million range of General Fund revenues. Mr. 

Howard added that this represents a revenue reduction of 
$12 million for oil and another $30 million plus for gas, 
for a total of $45~$50 million. 

Mr. Howard added that if one takes the projected General 
Fund recurring revenues from this year and increases them 
just by the expected inflation rate for the next year, 
which is 35s percent, one is looking for an additional $50 
million that would be offset by this energy decrease. He 
added that this estimate does not address potential drops 
in production, noting that some of the higher co^t wells 
would be taken out of production if the price is' dropped 
from $27 to $24 a barrel. 

In response to a further question from Rep. Hobson, Mr. Howard 
stated that one-half of the revenues required for FY 74 are 
"already in the bag," so to speak, and opined that the State 
would not have a problem with oil prices until next January 
or February. Mr. Howard said he was fairly comfortable with 
the revenues for FY 74, but wanted to confer with DFA staff 
about the remainder of the year, which he planned to do in 
the next two weeks. 

Rep. Hobson then asked for comments from DFA representatives 
at the meeting and an unidentified DFA staff member said he 
agreed with Mr. Howard's remarks. 

General discussion followed reviewing facts and opinions 
provided by Mr. Mugno. Chairman Sandel thanked both Mr. Mugno 
and Dr. McDonald for their presentations. 

Rep. Hobson asked Mr. Mugno how he viewed the effect of 
reduced oil and gas prices on the world economy generally 
and on international banking operations who finance these 
industries. Mr. Mugno opined that it would be positive 
for the world economy inasmuch as most people are consumers 
and not producers. For a bank with overseas exposure, he 
explained that there are 14 developing countries that account 
for approximately 80 percent of borrowings from international 
banks. Of those 14, 10 are net oil importers so they are all 
bgtter off? 2 are just about in balance on their exports and 
imports of oil; and 2, Mexico and Indonesia, are basically 
net oil exporters. In general, he opined, the international 
portfolio of a bank would improve as well. 

FALL BUDGET HEARINGS 

Director Baca asked the membership to provide staff with at 
least a week's notice if additional information is needed in 
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preparation for budget hearings. He advised that a retyped 
agenda of those meetings had been prepared and was being 
distributed to the committee. 

Director Baca also reported that a summary of the Touche 
Ross report will be made available to the membership prior 
to the October meeting for study and review. 

All budget hearings will commence at 8:30 a.m. , including 
the first day's hearings, Director Baca said, which was 
the only way to accommodate -all matters requiring considera- 
tion.

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In the Fall of 1994, National Press (NP) books 
submitted ED HOWARD'S book, Safe House to the CIA for pre- 
publication review. That review originally determined that 
indeed it contained classified information. NP was told 
accordingly that they may not publish the book in that form. 
Subsequently, NP removed information which concerned the various 
operations HOWARD knew about as a result of his CIA employment. 
Thereafter, the CIA conducted a second pre-publication review and 
authorized publication of the book. The book appeared on 
newsstands at the end of March 1995. That publication date 
coincided with a Night line television appearance by HOWARD. 
Following that appearance and publication of his book, HOWARD 
appeared on the Today show and several other television and radio 
programs in an effort to publicize his book. 
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On March 31, 1995, HOWARD appeared on the Nightline 
program as part of host TED KOPPEL's story regarding the CIA. 
Beginning on that evening and running for the following week, 
HOWARD appeared on taped segments of Albuquerque * s KOAT— TV news 
programs. HOWARD took that opportunity to profess his innocence 
of espionage charges. He reiterated, for example, claims which 
he wrote into his book that one of his trips to Europe was simply 
to sell huacos, which are a kind of pottery that he supposedly 
purchased while he was living in South America.
